Captains 
Lead Fall 


Promotion 


WASHINGTON — October, 
the first official football 
month of fall, will bring a 
windfall of temporary promo- 
tions of 950 first lieutenants 
to captain, and next week the 
Army will publish the new 
lists of approximately 3500 
officers selected to get their 
tracks. The new lists will be 
carried in full in next week’s 
issue of Army Times. 


October was described as an “‘ex- 
tra” good one for tempo upgrad- 
ings of first lieutenants to cap- 
tain. This was made possible as 
the Army received latest officer 
strength figures on projected va- 
cancies, and found that it could 
step up promotions to captain,

Hope For 
Two Bills 
Deferred 


WASHINGTON — Service offi- 
cia's here are hoping for final 
congressional action on the mili- 
tary per diem and officer RIF pay 
bills early next year. Both meas- 
ures barely missed passage late 
last month, in the dying days of 
the first session of the 87th Con- 
gress, ‘when the Senate refused 
to consider them. Both had been 
favorably reported out of commit- 
teé and had passed the House. 


Early this week, meantime, the 
President's signature was awaited 
on three important military person- 
nel bills which went to the White 
House late in September. These 
are the trailer pay bill, contingen- 
cy option amendments, and the 
bill which will permit the services 
crack down on bad check art- 


a The details of each have been 
reported in previous issues of 
Army Times. Last week’s issue con- 
tained a complete report of con- 
gressional action, as it affects 
servicemen, for the past year. 

The measures submitted this 
year which didn’t pass remain in 
the hopper. Besides the per diem 
and RIF pay measures, they in- 
clude bills to give commanders 
more punishment authority, and 
permit retirement in the highest 
grade held in any service. Only 
the last mentioned has not received 
a hearing, which —- that most 
of the measures can ae 
through with ease early 
next session, if the lawmakers are 
of a mind. The legislators recon- 
vene in early January.

And They Can‘t 
Pack Up And 
Leave, Either

WASHINGTON The 
Army acted this week to 
scotch the possibility of cer- 
tain promotion inequities oc- 
curring between reserve com- 
ponent officers serving vol- 
untarily and those ordered to 
active duty involuntarily dur- 
ing the current buildup. 

Recalled officers who receive re- 
serve promotions while on active 
duty will continue to serve in the 
lower grade, under DA Message 
574972. Also, such officers will not 
be given the opportunity to be re- 
lieved from active duty. 

Under normal circumstances in 
peacetime, an Army National 
Guard or USAR officer serving on 
active duty in “Reserve of the 
Army” status is not required to 
serve in a grade lower than his 
permanent grade. Unless he is ful- 
filling a contractural agreement, 
the promoted officer has a choice 
of continuing to serve in the lower 
grade under a temporary AUS 
appointment, or else request re- 
lief from active duty. 

In peacetime, of course, few of- 
ficers other than newly commis- 
sioned ROTC lieutenants are given 
the opportunity to enter active 
duty as “Reserves of the Army.” 
Also; if large numbers of reserv- 
ists were called up under a con- 
gressional declaration of war or 
national emergency,-the law pro- 
vides for suspension of permanent 
reserve promotions. 

However, when the current 
buildup started, many Pentagon of- 
ficials expected that officers re- 


called in their permanent grades - 


would have to be given AUS pro- 
motions whenever they received re- 
serve promotions while on active 
duty. The only alternative appear- 
ed to be release of promoted re- 
servists — which would conflict 
with the goal of accelerating com- 
bat readiness.

‘Indianhead’ Training Moves Ahead Fast

FORT BENNING, Ga. — On the 
sandy, rolling northern half of this 
southern post, a training division 
is being converted to a fighting di- 
visien faster than any unit has 
been forced to train since War [I. 

In 14 short weeks, the 2d In- 
fantry Division is being required 
to complete not only the individual 
training of its new members but 
also to finish the entire cycle of 
unit training through a week-long 
division exercise. 

This 14-week grind is a modified 
Intensive Combat Training Pro- 
gram (ICTP), 


by » 
other two STRAF divisions which 
are to be combat ready “at the 
earliest date possible.” 
The new ICTP will also be 
used by the two National Guard 





divisions which report to active 
duty stations next week. 

The basic ICTP is 11 weeks long. 
For the 2d Infantry Division, this 
was extended by three weeks so 
that trainees could complete as 
much as eight weeks’ advanced in- 
dividual training in three. 

The ICTP for the two armored 
divisions — the 2d (RA) and the 
49th (NGUS) — will be different 
from that of the Infantry. divisions, 
of course, According to CONARC 
it will be longer. But not much. 


FEATURE INDEX 
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The 11 weeks of _ intensive 
training are designed to bring the 
divisions to combat readiness al 
most six months ahead of the nor- 
mal training time. 

Last week, CONARC CG, Gen. 
Herbert Powell, made a flying in- 
spection of the division. Maj. Gen. 
Charles Chase, 2d Infantry Divi- 
sion commander, told him of some 
of the problems mo the division 
faces in meeting the schedule. 

Most of the problems involve 
equipment. 

The men of the division, new and 
old soldiers both, are going all out 
to make the schedule work. 
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THERE IS LITTLE DOUBT that 
when and if the division is given 
the order, “Go”, it will be ready 
to move. There may be some 
rough spots. But few in the divi- 
sion really expect that it will be 
able to complete the entire ICTP 
which ig to end in early Decem- 





ber, before it receives movement 
orders. 

The 2nd Infantry Division has 
on hand more than 90 percent of 
its TOE strength. Manpower 
shortages exist largely in the 
aves of specialization. Even if the 

ialists were assigned, there 
would be little for them to do. The 
equipment they are to work on and 
with isn’t available. 

The division, however, is not as 
short of equipment today as it was 
last week. New equipment is 
coming in regularly. So are men 
trained to maintain it.

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Airborne to Be Reshuffled 


WASHINGTON—A ROAD-type reorganization for the airborne division, approved by 
the Chief of Staff, will go into effect about the first of the year. Both airborne divisions— 
the 101st at Fort Campbell and the 82d at Fort Bragg—are already making preliminary 


plans for their conversion to 
The airborne ROAD TOE will 
parallel that of the. infantry, 

mechanized and afmored di- 

visions, but will be lighter than 

any of them. Likewise, the di- 
vision will probably have in. it 

a mix of. battalions so that it 

will not be purely airborne. 

Most significant change in the 
division structure is the increase 
in’ artillery in the airborne divi- 
sion. From a two-battalion force 
it is increased to four battalions. 
But the change is more significant 
in that there will be more than 
double the number of 105mm 
howitzer tubes in the new division. 
At the same time, there is no re- 
duction in 155mm _ howitzer sup- 
port or in Little John missile sup 
port.

THE ‘NEW airborne division 
will have a division base. To this 
will be assigned a variable mix of 
maneuver battalions. There are 
likely to be up to nine airborne or 
parachute infantry battalions. But 
this number could be smaller and 
some of the battalions could be 
air-transportable and not made up 
of jumpers. In addition there will 
be at least one “light tank” bat- 
talion. 

At present, this light tank bat- 
talion will be equipped with the 
Scorpion 90mm SP AT. The Scor- 
pion is likely to be replaced, at 
least partially, by the M-114, a 
special purpose tracked assault 
and command vehicle made by: the 
Cadillac Division of General 
Motors, on which is mounted the 
Shillelagh, or some other short- 
range guided missile. 

Eventually, the “light tank” bat- 
talion will, be equipped with a 
completely new “airborne tank”, 
the AR/AAV or “Arav.” . This 
vehicle is in the very early stages

Army’s Strength May 
Exceed Million Limit

WASHINGTON—There appeared a strong possibility 


this week that the strength of the Army would soon soar 


July. 

Only a part — and a relatively 
small one at that — of the Reserve 
component strength being called to 
active duty, and therefore “charge- 
able” as active duty strength, will 
be applied against the 1,008,000 
limit. 

The Army’s 31 August strength 
was given by the Defense Depart- 
ment as 870,000. In August, Sep- 
tember and October the Army re- 
ceives 65,000 draftees. It loses no 
more than 25,000 men in these two 
months for a net gain of 40,000 — 
910,000 by the end of October from 
the draft alone. In addition the 
Army can count on gains in re- 
cruits of enough to bring its 
Strength by the end of October 
to 925,000 to 940,000, including 
those frozen in by the four-month 
extension order. 

Last week and this, 46,000 men 
came on active duty, bringing 
the Army up to about 975,000 
and another 73,000 men come on

It seemed likely that no more 
than the 46,500 men in the first 
recall and possibly as few as 23,- 
000 would be counted against the 
1,008,000 ceiling, If this is true, 
then the Army will reach a 
strength of between 1,075,000 and 
1,100,000 about the first of the 
year and may maintdin this 
strength well beyond that date. 

The chance also exists, and a not 
very remote one, that more men 
will be called to active-duty around 
15 November or sooner so that the 
Army’s strength could go up by 
another 100,000 or more, with 1,- 
200,000 or even 1,250,000 being the 
figure reached by next January. 

Rumors persist that there will 
be more units of the National 
Guard and the Reserve identified 
as “high priority” units and put 
into an accelerated training cycle. 
One story had it that such a list 
was on the desk of the Defense 
Secretary. 

Offsetting these reports were 
others that things will quiet down 
| for at least long enough to see how 
the Russians react to disarmament 
proposals and to study Berlin, 
Vietnam and other areas of world 
tension.

3d Plant to Make 
Army's M-14 Rifle 


WASHINGTON—The Army this week brought in a 
third commercial production source for its new M-14 rifle, 
ordering 100,000 more of them at an initial cost of $15,076,- 
234. This was predicted by Army Times several weeks ago. 


However, initia] deliveries of the rifles from the new source, 
the Thompson-Ramo-Wooldridge, Inc., of Cleveland, wil] not begin until 
13 months from now. 

The Cleveland firm was given two contracts, one for $8,554,070 
for rifles and $6,522,164 for rehabilitation of existing equipment and 
for new equipment. 

Firms now making the M-14 in quantities are the Winchester- 
Western Division, Olin Mathieson Chemica] Corp., New Haven, Conn., 
and Harrington and Richardson, Inc., of Worcester, Mass. 

The rifle also is being produced at the Army’s Springfield, Mass., 
arsenal. 


@ Extended Men Reminded of Medicare 


Servicemen ordered to extended tours beyond their normal tours 
on active duty were urged by MEDICARE this week to take immedi- 
ate action to obtain up-dated identification cards (DD form 1173) for 
dependents who may need civilian medical care. 

It was pointed out that extended buildup of the Army might pose 
some medical problems for dependents, particularly if they would 
seek civil doctor or hospital care without proper identification. 


Each DD Form 1173 issued te dependents carries an expiration 
date of eligibility. This date normally is the same as the expected 
expiration date of the sponsor's tour of duty. 


Extension of tours of duty, MEDICARE officials said, may result 
in some dependents being without a valid identification card for some 
time. Its statement added: 

“Civilian physicians and hospitals have come to recognize the 
ID card as the dependents’ ‘license” to obtain authorized civilian 
medical care at government expense. They are likewise cognizant of 
the fact that the government is not responsible for care rendered 
subsequent to the serviceman’s discharge from active duty. 


“In the past, the expiration date on the card has been the 
governing factor to determine the fact that eligibility still exists. 
Physicians and hospitals are being advised by the Office for De- 
pendents’ Medical Care of the probability that some still-eligible 
dependent wives and children may apply for civilian medical care 
to which they are still entitled, but that they may not have in their 
possession the required proof of their eligibility.” 


®@ Non-Profit Logistics Group Set Up 


The Department of Defense will use a new non-profit advisory 
corporation to help improve logistics management in the Army and 
other branches of the service, Deputy DOD Secretary Roswell L. Gil- 
patric announcea last week. 


Gilpatric said that Charles H. Kellstadt, chairman of the board 
of Sears Roebuck, would act as chairman. The new group, to be known 
as the Logistics Management Institute, will be a non-profit, fact-finding 
and research group. 

Defense Secretary Robert S. McNamara recently set up both 
single supply and intelligence organizations in all the services, and 
the new group is expected to study ways logistics management might 
be consolidated to save money.

Addressing the Army Aviation Association of America meeting 
in Washington recently, Halaby outlined his plan and estimated that 
having the traffic contro] system under his agency would allow some 
military people to be switched to other duties.

Army Closes 
White Sands’ 


Oscura Range 


WHITE SANDS MISSILE 
RANGE, N. M. — The lightly- 
manned Oscura Range Camp on 
the northeastern side of White 
Sands Missile Range will be com- 
pletely closed and some 65 person- 
nel transferred to other areas of 
the range, the Army announced 
last week. 

Formerly a control station used 
mainly to launch aerial targets for 
Nike missile batteries operating at 
Red Canyon Range, Oscura Range 
Camp has served primarily as a 
base of operations for range en- 
gineer personnel since the closing 
of Red Canyon a year and a half 
ago. 

Civilian engineer personne] mak 
ing up the greater portion of the 
complement working out of Os- 
cura will transfer their activities 
to Rhodes Canyon in the center of 
the range. 

Most of these personnel now re- 
side in Alamogordo, some in 
Tularosa and a few in Carrizozo. 
With the exception of those in 
Carrizozo, the employes will have 
less distance to travel from home 
to Rhodes Canyon than they did 
to Oscura. 

Ten Army Ordnance Corps men 
assigned the operational and ad- 
ministrative duties at Oscura are 
awaiting reassignment. Twelve 
Army Signal Corps communica- 
tions men will return to their mili- 
tary detachment at Holloman AFB. 

Most of the military personnel 
resided at the Range Camp proper.

Score Plan 
Studied 


WASHINGTON Army 
personne] management teams 
are scattering to the field to 
talk to EM and commanders 
to determine whether the 
Promotion Qualification Score 
(PQS) of 110 that was set 
under the new enlisted eval- 
uatiqn tests system is valid. 

Under the program envisioned 
for the career Army, PQS scores 
will become mandatory by next 1 
July unless changes are ordered. 
If the score was left at the pres- 
ent 110, it would mean that com- 
ma could promote only men 
who score above that figure, and 
could not reach down and upgrade 
a soldier who could not score above 
110 in evaluation tests. 

It wag emphasized at the outset 
that the figure of 110 was tenta- 
tive. It was riot picked af random, 
or out of a hat, but based upon 
first experiences in enlisted eval- 
uation. tests. These ‘examinations 
were first designed for award of 
proficiency pay, later extended to 
award of a VPMOS (Verified Pri- 
mary MOS), and then studied to 
set PQS. : 

Scores for award of P-1 pay have 
varied from MOSs and skill levels, 
ranging down to 8 in construction 
draftsmen in skill levels E-4 
through E-7. Top cut off score for 
pro-pay reached up to about 133, 
surfacing machine operator in E-4 
through E-6 and E-7.

THUS there has been a wide 
range of scoring in career RA men 
seeking pro pay, from 80 to 133. 
Besides for award of pro pay and 
PQS, these evaluation tests are be- 
ing used to assign a man a VPMOS 
(Verified Primary MOS). Under 
the latest pro-pay awards announc- 
ed under the latest increment of 
May testing, no pro-pay cutoff 
scores were set below the VPMOS 
figure of 70. 

The concern of Army planners 
now is whether the 110 PQS set 
as a test. was too high, especially 
in some critical skills MOSs where 
it is hard for a man like a con- 
struction draftsman to score above 
80. Another question is whether 
PQS scores should be set to vary 
with criticality of skills and the 
number of men in them, as is now 
done for pro-pay.

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Credit Unions to. Organize

W ASHINGTON—Plans were being made this week to organize credit unions at vir- 
tually every military base in the United States, and at many bases abroad, 


The credit unions, which 
voluntary cooperative organiza-| 
tions, help their members by lend-| 
ing money at low interest rates, | 
while encouraging savings. More} 
than 475 credit unions already ex-| 
ist at-military bases, of which 127 | 
are in the Army, 202 are in the!

Each year they lend | 
millions of dollars to military peo- | 
ple and civilians at interest rates | 
below the rates usually charged | 
by commercial lenders.

DEFENSE ANSWERS CHARGE 





Food Chains Spokesman Hits 
Justification for 279 ‘Stores’

WASHINGTON—A national representative of chain food stores has questioned the 
military’s justification for its 279 commissar ies. 
The Air Force has 137-commissaries; Army, 78; Navy, 55; and the Marines, nine. 





Under Public Law 601, Defense (~ 


may se‘ up commissaries when 
items normally sold in commis- 
saries are not available from com: 
mercial stores at a reasonable dis- 
tance and a reasonable price in 
satisfactory quality and quantity. 
The manner in which Defense 
has interperted this law “violates 
both the policy and the letter of 
the law,” according to Wallace N. 
Flint, vice president of the. Na 
tional Association of Food Chains. 
Flint made this statement in a 
letter submitted to a Congres- 
sional subcommittée on Defense 
precurement in June. The hear- 
ings were released last week. 
Flint’s letter was in response 
te Defense testimony that vari- 
ous commissaries in the Wash- 
ington, D.C. area were set. up 
because commercial retail stores 
charged “unreasonable” prices. 


Defense spokesmen at the hear- 
ings maintained that they did not} 
consider retail grocery prices un- | 
reasonable as such. They labor- 
jiously explained that prices were 
reasonable for civilians in the area 
but not-for military members 
whose pay is the same no matter 
where they are stationed. 

Col. John W. Maxwell, Quarter- 
master General’s office, explained 
that Defense considers’ prices 
above a 20 percent markup as un- 
reasonable. Commissaries base 
their prices on invoice cost plus 
three percent surcharge. 

+ o - 

MAXWELL SAID price variance 
between one commissary and. twe 
commercial retail stores in the 
area was about 32 percent. He 
said the price comparison was 
based on some 80-odd staple items 
bought by a family of four. 

Asked how many’ of the 279 com- 
missaries were being continued 
because of price, . distance, etc., 
Maxwell gave the following infor. 
mation. 

Seventeen stores existed be- 
cause of a combination of facilities, 
adequacy, cost and price; 206 he- 
cause of convenience and price; 
54 because of price only; and two 
because of adequacy and price. No 
stores have been set up because 
of either price only or convenience 
only, according to Maxwell. 


In his letter, Flint claimed 
there is no evidence that food 
and grocery prices in the D.C. 
area “could by any stretch of 
the imagination be designated 
as ‘unreasonable.’ ” 

“The reasoning used te reach 
a justification of commissaries 
“. .. is so strained as te result 
in an untenable positien,” Flint 
said. 

He called for a closer check 
Defense’s justification of commis- 
saries. 

“.., it is expecting too much 
of human nature to ask that a man

Army Training of AF Men 
On Jupiter Working Well 


REDSTONE ARSENAL, Ale — 
A -unique inter-service missile 
training program is entering its 
fourth year here with both Army 
and the Air Force officers agreeing 
that it has set new standards of 
cooperation.

Bonus Claims Listed 


WASHINGTON Korea _vet- 
erans have only until 31 Dec., 1961 
to file claims for their bonuses in 
Kentucky. : 

Pennsylvania will honor claims 
filed up to Dec. 31,.1963; Illinois 
up to July 1, 1965. Massachusetts 
and Vermont have no application 
deadlines. 

Claim filing dates for Korea 
benus payments have already 

ssed in Connecticut, Delaware, 
‘iowa, Indiana, Louisiana, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Montana, New Hamp- 
shire, North Dakota, Ohio, Rhode 
Island, South Dakota, Washington 
and West Virginia. 

Until recently, Pennsylvania de- 
nied claims from career service- 
men — those who were in uniform 
feur years prior to June 25, 1950 
— unless had earned the 
Kerean Service Medal. A new 
amendment now allows these 
career servicemen to colléct pro- 
vided they were still residents of 
the Commonwealth last January.

JFK Signs 
Amended 
Hiss Act 


W ASHIN GTO N—tThe 
President has signed the bill 
which amends the Hiss Act. 
His signature means scores 
of Army men slated to retire 
during Fiscal Year 1962 will 
receive retired pay and need 
have no worry about being 
affected by the previous pro- 
visions of the bill. 


Twenty-four Army retirees who 
have been denied retired pay un- 
der the Act will soon begin draw- 
ing retired pay checks and will re- 
ceive back pay because of the bill’s 
retroactive provisions. 

Nearly 200 former Federal em- 
ployees and their survivors are 
eligible for $950,000 in Civil Serv- 
ice retirement benefits back . to 
1954 under the Act’s amendments. 

Those who have had retired pay 
withheld because of the Act will 
begin to receive retired pay as 
soon as Army and civilian agencies 
determine their current addressees, 
officials said, 

About a dozen persons will con- 
tinue to be denied federal retire- 
ment benefits. They were either 
directly or indirectly involved in 
security cases or they refused to 
testify before either Congressional 
or judicial proceedings on security- 
related matters. 

Under the amended law, this is 
the new standard that will be used 
to deny federal retirements under 
it. 

Presidents Eisenhower and Ken- 
nedy both gave pardens to a num- 
ber of persons covered by he Act 
to make them eligible for retire- 
ment benefits. 

This is the breakdown of. how 


many servicemen had been or 


would have been affected by the 
Hiss Act before its amendments: 

@ ARMY — Twenty-four have 
been denied and 33 would have 
been denied this year. 

@® AIR FORCE — Three have 
been denied retired pay. Approxi- 
mately 575 were slated to retire 
this year who could have been af- 
fected. 

® NAVY — Three have been 
denied and four enlisted men have 
been discharged instead of being 
transferred to the Fleet Reserve 
because of th Act. Navy said hun- 
dreds of cases existed wherein 
members may have been subject te 
loss of retired pay. 

@ MARINE CORPS Three 
been denied and about 530 
would have lost retired pay if the 
Act was not amended.

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Arctic Board Tests 
Arms This Winter 





FORT GREELY, Alaska.—The Arctic Test Board’s test 
division three will service test the self-propelled mortar 
81mm /4.2-inch T-257E2 and XM-106 here during the winter. 


In addition the board says that 
it has recently finished tests on a 
filter device which enables the 
crews of armor vehicles to con- 
tinue operations despite the pres- 
ence of toxic chemical agents. 


The new infantry mortar carrier 
is a modified version of the stand- 
ard M 113 personnel carrier. The 
T-25TE2 mounts an 81mm mortar 
while the XM-106 version mounts 
a 4.2-inch mortar. On this vehicle, 
the M-113 carrier’s cargo hatch on 
the top deck has been replaced by 
a three-piece access cover. 

When opened, it allows . the 
mortar to be raised to a firing 
position. Equipment necessary to 
use the mortar as a ground-fired 
weapon is stowed on the side, 
roof, or right rear of the vehicle. 
The loading ramp can remain 
closed when firing the mortar, 
giving protection to men inside 
the vehicle. 


* * * 


THIS VEHICLE’S interior stow- 
age arrangement has seats for five 
besides the driver. The remain- 
ing interior space is occupied by 
the mortar and mount, ammuni- 
tion, and fuze racks, communica- 
tions equipment and other items. 

Each version of the mortar car- 
rier carries approximately 100 
rounds of mortar ammunition and 
fuzes, mounts a 50cal. machine 
gun and can be air transported or 
dropped. Once on the ground 
the vehicle has a cruising range of 
approximately 200 miles. 

The infantry mortar carrier of- 








fers many advantages over prev- 
ious prototypes. When standard- 
ized it should be a substantial ad- 
dition to the frontline firepower 
and mobility.

the savings of billions of dollars.” 

Carroll pointed out on the Sen- 
ate floor that Congress has been 
trying for years to achieve econ- 
omy by “integrating noncombat- 
ant services, activities, and opera- 
tions among agencies of the De- 
fense Department.” 

He said it was obvious that Ex- 
ecutive action was needed. 

To illustraate how decen- 
tralized procurement practices 
have caused waste, Carroll re- 
ferred to overlapping and lack of 
coordination in military procure- 
ment. He mentioned previously 
reported instances where one serv- 
ice was buying lamp sockets for 
$21.10 apiece which could be 
bought by an ordinary citizen for 
25 cents. 

He referred to another case of 
cables worth $1.50 in the open 
market. The military was paying 
$10.67 for each. 

The senator said of McNamara: 
“Secretary McNamara — formerly 
a top corporation executive and 
one of the most able public serv- 
ants in Washington today — has 
taken firm steps to achieve full 
integration of purchasing and sup- 


. . . By tough, business-like, 
realistic control of our military 
procurement and supply policies, 
I think we can save far more than 
we ever could save by trimming 
and slashing smaller programs, 

“Certainly, the creation of a new 
purchasing agency will not erase 
all future mistakes and errors of 
judgement. No one can expect a 
perfect performance when $47 bil- 
lion are being spent. 

“Still I feel we have every 
reason to be optimistic. Secre- 
tary McNamara has taken the 
first long step,” he concluded. 
The Defense Supply Agency 
lumps together the present “single 
managers” outfits that buy 
certain supplies for the entire 
armed forces. — into one-unit. The 
new agency is expected to become 
the Pentagon’s central procure- 
ment arm by expanding its con-

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Fighting Since 1776, 
MPs Are 20 Years Old 


SCHOFIELD BARRACKS, 
only 20 years old this week claims the unique distinction of 
having participated in every war in which American forces 
have fought since January, 1776. 


The Army’s Military Police 
Corps’also points out that in every 
war it has fought two wars, one 
against the armed enemy, the 
other to gain a better understand- 
ing among military and public 
alike of its sole aim, to live up to 
its motto: Of the Troops. and For 
the Troops. 

All of today’s military police- 
men, unlike members of General 

Washingten’s Army of _ the 
United Colonies Provost Corps, 
need better qualifications ‘than 
merely “to be mounted on horse- 
back and armed and acoutered as 
Light. Dragoons.” 

Also, unlike the original mount- 
ed constabulary of 1776, their du- 
ties are not merely to apprehend 
“Deserters, Marauders, Drunkards, 
Rioters and Stragglers,”’ principal 
missions of the ‘“Marechausie 
Corps.” 

+ ~ * 

IT TOOK the rapid expansion of 
the Army in 1941 to obtain recog- 
nition of the fact that the Army 
needed a permanent internal police 
force. On 31 July 1941, the Office 
of the Provost Marshal was reacti- 
vated; 26 September 1941, the 
Corps of Military Police became a 
branch of the Army. 

For the past two decades mem- 
bers of the Corps have served with 
every element and echelon of the 
Army up to the front lines as units 
of combat divisions, as well as 
helping to insure the internal se- 
curity of the Army. 

An innovation, copied in many 
San Francisco to Washington, D.C., 
brought Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, Air Force and Coast Guard 
military police together in Hawaii 
13 years ago with the formation of 
the Hawaiian Armed Services Po- 
lice (HASP), now commanded by 
Lt. Col. Thomas H. Stratton, one 
of three major areas of Army MP 
interest in the 50t:. state. 

Under the over-all supervision 
of Col. William M. Campbell, pro- 
vost marshal of the U.S. Army Ha- 
waii, are the HASP, which has 
jurisdiction in all the Islands, but 
not on any military post, base or 
ship; the 524th MP Co. at Fort 
Shafter, and the Military Police 
Det. of the U.S. 25th Inf. Div. 

The HASP patrols the towns and 
outlying areas of the Islands, the 
524th and 25th Div. units patrol 
only on the Army posts. All of 
their men have one overriding re 
sponsibility — to help the soldier, 
marine, sailor, airman or coast 
guardsman.

TODAY’S military policeman in 
all the services is no longer a big 
bruiser selected for physical 
strength, given an armband, a billy 
club and a gun and directions to 
patrol the area. 

Today’s MP of all the services is 
a carefully selected man, trained 
in the most modern police tech- 
niques and dedicated to a “pre- 
ventive medicine” approach to ser- 
vicemen’s problems.

WHITE SANDS: MISSILE 
RANGE, N. M.—Two million 
tiny antennas have _ been 
thrown 50 miles high by 
meteorological rocket firing 
crews of the Army Signal 
Corps here. 

The mass of reflecting antennas 
were contained in a two pound 
package burst from the nose cone 
of a Loki rocket in the 200th firing 
of this type at White Sands. 

The antennas, resembling almost 
microscopic metal rods, were

Sounds of protest concerning the agencies 
includéd in the Federal Service Overseas 
Fund Campaign now going on in Europe 
are becoming audible as far west as Washi- 
ington, D.C. From what we can ascertain, 
this aspect of the drive might well be re- 
viewed before time for another one comes 
around next year. 

A united charity campaign provides prob- 
ably the most painless means of helping the 
underprivileged and unfortunate, and we are 
all for it. But, like almost anything else, it 
requires vigilance and periodic review lest 
it get out of. control. 

For instance, included in the current list 
of organizations sharing in funds donated 
by service people and civilian government 
workers in Europe is one set up te furnish 
food, board and clothing to merchant sea- 
men left “on the beach” after missing ship. 
Admittedly, they are Americans in tempo- 
rary need but, considering their high rate 
of pay as compared to men in our Navy, 
as well as. their high state of unionization, 
it is hard to see why their own organiza- 
tions cannot attend their needs without 
service help. There is also the U.S. consul 
standing by. 

Another charity advertises itself as 
“keeping ... the areas near military es- 
tablishments free of commercialized vice.” 
Shouldn’t this be the work of local, state or 
federal authorities supported by tax money? 
Our people overseas are continually caution- 
ed about the impression they make upon 
natives of the lands in which they serve; 
isn’t this agency’s self-imposed task of 
trying to “clean up vice” meddling to a high 
degree? (Incidentally, we are against vice). 

Again, a third agency is portrayed as 
providing “recreation” which parents, school 
districts and American tax dollars already 
provide. The description of another in the 
brochure covering all of them promises that 
one’s contribution “can aid” the youth of 
an area on the other side of the world 
from Europe, “providing workshops” for 
these people. (We approve of youth; needless 
to say). Persons familiar with the organiza- 
tion of this group have said that it is slop- 
pily administered and its funds regularly 
dissipated in ways not helpful to the chil- 
dren it is set up to help. ' 

Still another “social service” says it 
“gives you a link with home.” In these days 
of airmail, trans-oceanic telephone and tele- 
graph, and agencies like the Red* Cross 
equipped to aid service people in emergen- 
cies, does another such agency fill a needed 
function? 

We have not mentioned specific organ- 
izational names here because they should 
not be singled out as the only ones meriting 
the attention of a reviewing authority. We 
feel, too, that such a review should be gen- 
eral, rather than limited. 

It also may be true that complaints 

against a certain agency emanating from 
Europe might not be valid in other parts 
of the world where the agency’s work. would 
fill a real need. But in such cases, shouldn’t 
the lists of approved charities change with 
locale? That would seem not only equitable 
but of added financial help to the organiza- 
tions really “doing a job.” 
'  Allborganizers of charity fund drives have 
long been aware that the strongest resist- 
ance to appeals for money is encountered 
among. people who resent contributing to 
causes whose usefulness is not apparent to 
them. Isn’t it only common sense, then, for 
the authorities to make certain that the “ap- 
proved” list of agencies can literally be ap- 
proved by all?

Losing Seniority on AD

The purpose of this is to point up the inequities to be borne by many 
active duty Reserve officers as a result of the call-up of Reserve officers 


from civilian life. 


Many Reserve officers now on active duty hold permanent Reserve 
grades which are higher than their active duty grades. Meanwhile, Re- 
serve officers in civilian life are being called to active duty in their 


permanent Reserve grades. 


They will wear the insignia of rank 
and receive the pay and allowances of 
that rank, whereas active duty Reserve 
officers will continue to receive the pay 
and allowances of their lower temporary 
active duty grade. 

Yet the permanent Reserve commis- 
sions held by the active duty Reserve of- 
ficers ate identical with those held by 
the Reserve officers being called up from 
civilian life. The question is, why are 
these permanent Reserve commissions be- 
ing recognized for only part of the Re- 
serve officer corps? r 

a 7 a 


DURING the Korean conflict a sim- 
ilar situation developed, and the reason 
advanced was that only a few highly 
skilled specialists were being called to 
active duty. Today’s call-up amounts to 
more than a few specialists being called 
to active duty. 

At the time active duty Reserve of- 
ficers received their permanent Reserve 
promotions to a higher grade than their 
active duty grade, they were given the 
choice of being retained on active duty in 
their temporary grade, or requesting re- 
lief from active duty. 

No thinking active duty Reserve of- 
ficer with lengthy service could even con- 
sider the latter course of action. However, 
it is felt that no Reserve officer who made 
the election to remain on active duty in 
his temporary grade ever dreamed that 





the present unjust situation could develop. 
* * ~ 

IT IS POSSIBLE under present condi- 
tions for an active duty Reserve officer 
to receive orders from another Reserve 
officer who is junior to him from the 
standpoint of permanent grade and date 
of rank therein. Whereas such a situation 
might not raise a legal question, let us 
say that it is at least highly inconsistent 
with the seniority procedure of issuing 
Reserve commissions, which have been 
issued in order of date of appointment. 

If the permanent grades of active duty 
Reserve officers are to be recognized at 
a later date, another Chief-Indian switch 
in role would have to take place in the 
chain of command. 

~ * . 

IT MAY BE TOO LATE to correct 
some inequities. Active federal service 
in grade will undoubtedly count heavily 
for active duty promotion. Active duty 
Reserve officers who hold the same per- 
manent Reserve commissions will never 
be able to make up this active duty time 
in grade being gained even now by their 
brother Reserve officers from civilian life. 

It is recommended that the higher 
permanent Reserve commissions now be- 
ing held by active duty Reserve officers 
be honored by giving these officers their 
well-deserved permanent rank and pay at 
the earliest possible time. The time to 
od is NOW, before irreparable damage

‘Warrant Concept’ 
Termed Disheartening

the 20 September issue only nine 
were for WO’s. 

It has been this way now for a 
long time and there are no indi- 
cations that it will change. Many 
W-2’s are now serving their tenth 
year as WO’s and have had only 
one promotion. We have now been 
in grade as W-2 just short of seven 
years while the Army has gone 
hog wild in promoting First Lieu- 
tenants with only four years in 
grade. 

This explains why so many WO’s 
are refusing to remain on active 
duty beyond 20 years and why 
some of us who have accepted re- 
tention’ are now considering re- 
tirement. So, when some senior of- 
ficer asks what is wrong with the 
WO corps he can find his answer 
quickly. 

For a long time now we WO’s 
have been anxiously waiting for 
the publication of AR 611-112 the 
so-called “New Concept” for use 
of WO’s. Well, it’s finally out and 
I can assure you that what little 
spirit and morale there was re- 
maining within the ranks of the 
WO’s died when this publication 
was published. | have never seen 
s0 much “hog wash” gathered to- 
gether in one publication in my 19 
years of service. 

For all practical purposes the 
corpse has been laid out, the wake 
is being held and the funeral isn’t 
far off for the WO corps. I have 
come to the conclusion that some- 
body up there in Washington 
doesn’t like us.

Of course, none of 
us felt that either emotion should 
be a part of the national atti- 
tude toward the Army and its 
members.

WE TALKED also of the units 
in the Army, their esprit and 
ways.in which the spirit of units 
had, in the. past, been built up 
by one commander and another. 

This was conversation, and it 
is not my intention to repeat 
in detail what was said or who 
said it. We were four people 
who spoke as friends and as 
individuals, not in any official 
capacity. 

But as we ranged from one 
subject to another, we returned 
to a central theme (which I 
didn’t notice until another mem- 
ber of the party pointed it out). 
This was that the symbols of the 
United States—its Flag, its Na- 
tional Anthem, for example— 
are frequently missing as a part 
of national life.

PEOPLE ARE ASHAMED of 
patriotic displays. And too often 
the better educated people are 
the more ashamed they are or 
the more disdainful they are of 
these symbols. 

Yet it is a fact that in Army 
unit after Army unit, when the 
veneer of sophistication is 
stripped away, men are more 
concerned with the protection 
and preservation of a symbol 





than they are with even their 
lives, 


We found that in many areas 
where we felt. that motivation 
was missing, the lack was of a 
symbol with which people could 
identify.

IN EUROPE, where civiliza- 
tion is older and, we are told, 
more cynical than it is in the 
United States, symbols are ac- 
cepted and new ones are sought. 
In cynical France, flags and 
gaudy uniforms thrill the crowds 
and have created a deeper pa- 
triotism than is expressed in the 
United States. 

In weary Britain, ,the love of 
country appears as love of the 
queen. Tradition and unique 
uniforms create in British com- 
bat battalions and in the British 
people a will to fight for “the 
regiment.” 

It is possible to go down the 
list of countries in Europe and 
in each one to see military and 
civil tradition and symbols which 
provide a vehicle for expressing 
patriotism which seems to be 
missing in the United States.

AND IT APPEARED to us 
that in the United States there 
exists a desire to give expres- 
sion to this feeling. We all felt 
that people want to know what 
they CAN do for their country, 
in response to the President's 
appeal. Without some symbols 
and traditions to provide an

In the people, then, the feel- 
ing of defeatism or pity for the 
Army is perhaps one more sign 
of the need for a way to identify 
with a symbol to fulfill the pa- 
triotic emotion. 

Given a symbol, this attitude 
could easily convert from the 
question “How does the Army 
expect to survive in modern 
war?” to the belief that the 
Army can win a modern war, 
somehow, in spite of the fear 
in people of the destructive 
power of the atom.

WHILE THIS FEAR of de- 
struction appears to proceed 


from logic, the fact remains that 
men who have devoted their 
lives to the study of destruction, 
which is a goal of war, are them- 
selves confident of survival and 
of success. This they cannot 
communicate, it appears, to the 
uninformed who make up the 
majority of America’s citizenry. 

I wonder if we aren’t kidding 
ourselves in the United States 
when we are proud of our 
“maturity” which has seen the 
rejection of the symbols and 
traditions I’ve spoken of above. 
Isn’t there perhaps an even more 
mature attitude which recognizes 
the effectiveness of symbols, not 
merely rationally as a useful tool 
to stir up patriotism in the peo- 
ple, but also emotionally as real- 
ities which we ourselves can ac- 
cept personally because they do 
have intrinsic meaning and can 
make us more effective Ameri- 
cans?

Old Sarge 
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Only in the Army 
Lee’s Choice

More than any other name, 
that of Robert Edward Lee has 
become the symbol of the Con- 
federacy. Certainly that name 
is the most beloved. Few real- 
ize, however, that Lee com- 
manded the southern forces 
less than nine weeks. 

Belated recognition of his 
military genius may have re- 
sulted from his opposition to 
both slavery and secession, or 
had something to do with the 
fact that he accepted a promo- 
tion in the Union Army as late 
as 28 March 1861, a full month 
after the Confederacy came 
into being. 

In April, Colonel Lee of the 
lst Cavalry Regiment was of- 
fered command of all federal 
land forces and that same 
month, having served 32 years 
with distinction in the Regular 
Army of the United States, he 
resigned to accept a. commis- 
sion as major general in com- 
mand of the army and navy. of 
Virginia. A month later he was 
appointed brigadier general in 
the rapidly expanding Confed- 
erate army. 

No southern officer wavered 
longer than he did and his 
great dilemma was most appar 
ent in the self-contradictory 
statement he made to Gen. R. 
W. Johnson: “I shall never 
bear arms against the United 
States — but it may be neces- 
sary for me to carry a musket 
in defense of my native Vir- 
ginia.” 

In August 1861, when five 
full generals were named to 
lead the armies of the South, 
Lee was third on the list. Num- 
ber one was Samuel Cooper who 
today is practically unknown. 

But then, who has ever heard 
of Charles Mason of New York, 
first in the West Point class in 
which Lee was second, the 
Charles Mason who resigned his 
commission to make a better 
living in the business world?

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Gittin’ Thar Is 
Key to Victory

N THE LATE General Nathan Bedford Forrest’s famous 


recipe for victory (Gittin’ Thar Fustest with 


the 


Mostest), the key word isn’t either “fustest” or “mostest.” 


The key word is “thar.” Many a 
battle has been lost by the side 
which had the “mostest” but 
couldn’t bring its superior forces 
into action at the right place and 
at the right time. 


This has been especially true 
of great land empires trying to 
defend points on their peripher- 
ies, far from the centers of their 
power, against offensive opera- 
tions by sea-supported forces. In 
the Crimean and Russo-Japanese 
wars, the Russian Empire 
learned this lesson the hard way. 

Above all, the attack or de- 
fense of peninsulas by land- 
based forces alone, against an 
opponent controlling the sea or 
sea-air approaches to both flanks 
of the peninsula, presents almost 
insuperable difficulties. 

‘Gontrol of the sea and the 
above-sea air spaces allows the 
side possessing these advantages 
to strike with concentrated force 
against the flank and rear of the 
opponent with every prospect of 
gaining tactical surprise — our 
amphibious assault at Inchon 
during the Korean War being 
one recent example of this. The 
geographic restrictions of a pen- 
insula also limit the ability of 
a numerically superior army to 
make full use of its superior 





numbers, by limiting the front 
on which it can operate. 


We might do well to reflect 
that Western Europe, geo- 
graphically considered, is a 
peninsula of the Eurasian con- 
era mass. The sea-power 
of the West has full control of 
its maritime and aerial ap- 
proaches on both flanks — in 
and over the North Sea, in 
| oa over the Mediterranean 
ea. 


Before we accept too readily 
the often restated view that the 
Soviets possess “unchallenge- 
able or “overwhelming” superi- 
ority on land in this aréa, so 
that they could march to the 
English Channel in a week,” we 
might take a long look at a map. 

The West is capable, by united 
effort, of confronting the So- 
viets with unacceptable risks at 
every level of military. power in 
Western Europe, provided we 
exploit to the full our advyan- 
tages of sea-air mobility on the 
flanks of that peninsula and are 
willing to make the sacrifices 
necessary to man the peninsular 


front with ground and tactical 


air forces capable of denying the 
Soviets any initial pushover. 
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ARMY LAWYERS MEET 





JAGs Fear Cause Celebre 


CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va. — Although the annual Judge Advocate General’s confer- 
ence was not without its amusing and sometimes grisly reports on the odd, outrageous and 
seemingly inhuman situations “modern” man can stumble into, there was no time for 


comedy and no convention atmos- 
phere .at the meeting last week 
attended by more than 125 senior 
Army lawyers. 

Hosted by the JAG School, away 
from it all on the historic and 
attractive’ University of Virginia 
campus, the lawyers discussed a 
variety of problems, ranging from 
a fear that a “cause celebre” could 
result from the Army’s loss of 
jurisdiction over dependents and 
civilian employes overseas to the 
significance of recently decided 
cases before the Court of Military 
Appeals . . . from the Status of 
Forces agreements with foreign 
countries to the day-to-day work 
of JAs on claims and courts-mar- 
tial. 


The tone of the conference was 
summed up by Maj. Gen. Charles 
L. Decker, the Judge Advocate 
General: “This is no debating so- 
ciety. We have too much work 
to do.” And the Army’s top law- 
yer appeared to be practicing what 
he preached. He was certainly one 
of the busiest note-takers at the 
conference. 


Although no time was wasted 
stressing such an obvious truth 
during the formal panel discus- 
sions, there seemed to be a tacit 
understanding among everyone 
present that the Army is increas- 
ing in size while the hard core 
of experienced, trained JAG offi- 
cers is not. 

A report by Col. Kenneth J. 
Hodson, JAG executive officer, 
showed that in July 1958 the Regu- 
lar Army figure for the corps was 
509 men and the July 1961 figure 
was 528. In FY ’59, 22 young Army 
lawyers accepted RA commissions, 
in FY ’60 the number was 27 and 
in FY ’61 there were 30. This 
shows a small gain, but hardly 
enough to alter the over-all bleak 
picture: far too many lawyers who 
come into the Army for a three- 
year tour (as first lieutenants) 
leave the Army when their tour 
is up. Also, Hodson revealed that 
the corps is going to lose 32 RA 
colonels by mandatory retirement 
next year. : 

The corps hopes that its line 
officer law school program will 
help maintain RA strength. Some 
feel that line officers should not 

be sent to law school because of 
the effect such a program had on 
morale during War II (at that time 
some recent graduates of law 
school came into JAG offices as 
colonels and therefore out-ranked 
veteran and highly trained mili- 
tary lawyers). But -Hodson ex- 
plained that such a program was 
needed because of the retention 
problem and added that line com- 
manders prefer JAs with line ex- 
perience. 

He also made plain that there 
was, at present, “no chance” for an 
incentive pay plan to be success- 
ful. He said that the Deputy Chief 
of Staff for Personnel office was 
“unutterably opposed to incentive 
pay” and suggested that Army and 
Defense leaders are unhappy with 
the incentive pay arrangement for 
doctors and don’t want the idea 
to go any further.

THE POSSIBILITY that a “cause 
celebre” might develop from the 
Supreme Court decision of 1960 
ruling that civilians overseas are 
not subject to the Uniform Code 
of Military Justice was discussed 
by a panel. 

Rear Adm. William C. Mott, the 
Navy’s Advocate General, got near- 
ly unanimous agreement when, 
speaking without notes following 
the panel’s discussion, he said: 

“I hope we don’t have this 
cause celebre but I am afraid 
that before this panel meets 
again (next year) we'll have it. 
I’m afraid that this famous case

He related how 
he had lost an excellent court 
reporter because of this rank bar- 
rier. 

Col. Tom B. Hembree, First 
Army Staff Judge Advocate, pre- 
sented a humorous complaint 
that added up to a lesson on how 
statistics can mislead. Referring 





to the fact that his command is 
listed as having the _ highest 
court-martial rate in the U.S., 
he insisted that these statistics 
lie because the majority of 
cases involve men picked up in 
New York City but assigned to 
other commands, not to First 
Army. “Of 70 some picked up 
this year, 60 were casuals,” he 
pointed out. 

Also not without humor was 
Col. R. McDonald Gray’s report on 
recent problems in Third Army. 
The command’s Staff Judge Advo- 
cate gave an occasionally hilarious 
account of claims problems result- 
ing from this year’s giant “Exer- 
cise Swift Strike’ maneuver. 

“We had many watermelon 
claims,” he said casually. “The 
paratroopers came down and it 
was hot, and their packs were 
heavy, and they saw those_water- 
melons in the field. And you 
know what happened!”

AS FOR HER job with the Quar- 
termaster Corps, it reads “Special 
Feeding and Nutritional Advisor,” 
but the way this is usually abbre- 
viated makes her wonder’ She 
says the standard abbreviation for 
nutritional advisor is “Nut Ad- 
visor.” 

Miss Ebbs does not set up the 
master menu for the Army. That’s 
done in Chicago. But her job, in 
part, is to see that what the soldier

eats “meets nutritional require- 
ments.” She is also involved in all 


of the Army’s special feeding prob- 
lems where environment and tem- 
perature alters what a_ soldier 
needs in the way of nutrition. She 
was, for example, the Army repre- 
sentative on the panel which set up 
the special diet for the men in- 
volved in the South Pole explora- 
tion a few years ago. And, in con- 
nection with her work, she has 
studied food and diet problems in 
25 foreign countries. She was also 
an on-the-spot observer of troop 
feeding in Korea in 1952.

WHAT KIND of food is bad for 
the average person? 

Miss Ebbs answered that ques- 
tion quickly. ‘Nothing’s bad,” she 
said. “The best general rule is to 
buy it in the grocer) store, not in 
the drug store. Simple, natural 
food has everything that the nor- 
mal rerson requires.” 

She also pointed out that “no 
vitamin pill has everything” and 
that “there are probably thousands 
of vitamins we don’t know about.” 

Are raw carrots, as found in a 
salad, more nutritional than 
cooked carrots? Most people 
would say raw carrots, but the 
answer, according to the QM’s 
diet expert, is a cooked carrot. 
She explains: 

“Cooking is a form of pre-di- 

estion for the carrot. Cooking will 

eak down the fiber of a carrot 
better than you can digest it your- 
self and therefore more of the vita- 
mins will be released.” 

Miss Ebbs also points out that 
“jt’s silly to overcook vegetables in 
a lot of water” and “some vitamins, 
such as vitamin B, are destroyed by 
heat.” 

How many calories does an aver- 
age soldier require? It depends on 
his age and how active he is, says 
Miss Ebbs, explaining that a 
younger soldier needs more. “How-

FORT EUSTIS, Va—The Army 
has allotted an additional 
$1,017,076 to the Lockheed Air- 
craft Corp., Marietta, Ga. under 
the second phase of a program 
to design, manufacture and test 
a research aircraft using the jet 
ejector lift principle.

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Shillelagh, Mauler Lead Army Ordnance Speed-Up

WASHINGTON— 


Research and development work on 


two weapons systems has been stepped up, Ordnance offi- 


cials here said this week. 


Affected by the. speed-up are 
the Mauler air defense system and 
the airborne reconnaissance armor- 
ed assault vehicle whieh mounts 
the Shillelagh missile. 

In. addition, officials said that 
work on several other weapon 
systems was—as they put it— 
“being pushed with a sense of 
urgency.” These are the Pershing, 
Sergeant and M-72 or LAW mis- 
siles. The LAW, a light, throw- 
away antitank weapon is in pro- 
duction and will be issued to treops 
next year. 

Behind these new directions are 
reported to be the “dire need” 
for these weapons. It was stressed 
that these missiles, as well as 
others already in operation, were 
not replacing conventional arms. 


Rather, these officials said, they 
would complement conventional 
arms. 


* * * 


THE ARMY MISSILE program 
was spotlighted last week, inten- 
tionally or otherwise, as more. than 
$171 million was awarded to con- 
tractors for the Nike Zeus and 
$9.3 million for engineering serv- 
ices and technical manuals on the 
Hawk missile system. Perhaps the 
most _ significant announcement 
came when the Army said that 
research and development firings 
of the Sergeant missile had been 
successfully completed. 

The solid fuel Sergeant is in pro- 
duction under the technical super- 








visien of the Army Ballistie Mis- 
sile Agency at Redstone Arsenal, 
Ala. The more mobile Sergeant will 
replace the liquid fuel Corporal 
missile. Seme of the advantages 
of the Sergeant are: the smalled 
crew needed; the ability to fire 
faster and in bad weather and the 
claim that the sergeant’s inertical 
guidance system makes it immune 
to known countermeasures. 

Like the Corporal the Sperry 
Utah product can be fitted with a 
conventional or atomie warhead.

WHILE THERE ARE PLANS to 
retire the Corporal, it appears that 
the weapon will remain in service 
for several years. The first Sergeant 
has not yet found its way toe troops 
although some may have gone to 
Army schools. It will apparently be 
several years before the field army 
is equipped with the new weapon. 

Some research at the Pentagon 
indicates that the Army has spent 
at least $333 million on the interim 
Corporal. Through FY 1962, the 
Army will spend about $357 million 
for the Sergeant. 

The $13 million contract applied 
to research and development work 
on the Mauler goes to speed the 
Army’s newest air defense system. 
Using solid fuel, each Mauler will 
be mounted on a self-propelled 
standard design chassis.

THE MAULER unit will be light 
enough to be carried by air and 
dropped by parachute.

Commenting in an editorial 
last week on the new trailer 
allowance bill, Army Times 
skipped over a point which may 
have misled some of our read- 
ers.

65 to full colonel; 200 to lieuten- 
ant colonel; 300 to major; the re- 
ported 950 to captain; six te CWO-4 
and 50 to CWO-3.

The new acceleration order 
concerning Shillelagh affects work 
on the ARAAV, or airborne recon- 
naissance armored assault vehicle 
which will mount the Shillelagh.

Dur- 
ing recent appropriations hearings 
testimony indicated that the pre 
gram was lagging. But recent tests 
are reportedly encouraging, al- 
theugh the Army has said nothing 
about them. 

The Pershing missile, the weap- 
on scheduled te substitute for the 
Redstone, is compiling one of the 
finest test records of any ballistie 
missile. This weapon is lighter arid 
smaller than the Redstone and will 
be employed as a general support 
weapon for the field Arzay. Relia- 
bility, short reaction time, simplifi- 
cation of equipment and versatility 
in all types of terrain and climate 
are goals of the system.

Pro Pay Permanent 
Service Incentive 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo.: 
In response to your article on the 
possibility that pro pay may be 
eliminated due to the call-up of 
reserves, I must make a com- 
ment. 

The article said pro pay might 
be dropped because it was a 
peacetime incentive to stay in. I 
feel there should be a definite re- 
appraisal of such thinking. 

Any incentive to stay in serv- 
ice must be, to a certain extent, 
permanent in nature. It would 
be extremely difficult to tell a 
man about his pay, including pro 
pay, if he isn’t sure that he can 
draw this pay or that it could be 
eancelled because the reserves 
are called in. 


In effect, this pay could never 
again be used as a true incentive 
to make a man consider reen- 
listment. It would be too unstable. 

As far as concerns the inequity 
of reserves not drawing this pay 
while on active duty, I feel that 
part-time help seldom expects to 
get the full benefits of employ- 
ment that permanent workers get. 
The reservist gains his full-time 
living from sources other than the 
military. Most of them realize that 
when they choose to be part-time 
soldiers there might be times of 
active service. . . 

I understand that all of our pay 
raises in the past 15 years, 30- 
day annual leave and many other 
benefits were designed to help re- 
tain career people in the services 
by affording them a decent stand- 
ard of living. If the proposed 
halting of pro pay becomes fact, 
then maybe all of our other bene- 
fits should be halted too, due to 
the fact that our part-time heip 
is called to work.

The general 
has a reputation as a tough 
soldier and some regard him

However, Army leaders are re- 
portedly pinning: new hopes for a 
production start on the Zeus on the 
Russian renewal of atmospheric 
atomic tests. It has been widely 
speculated that the Red tests are 
aimed at perfecting an anti-missile 
missile.

Tw o Army Divisions 
Tagged for Europe 


WASHINGTON — Two divisions will be sent to Europe before 
the end of the year, it was learned reliably this week. The announce- 
inent of the movement of these two divisions is expected to be made 
on or before 15 October, possibly by President Kennedy. 

The President, it is repurted, is expected to review the 82d Air- 
borne Division and Special Forces units at Fort Bragg on 12 October. 
He may use this demonstration of American ground power as a forum 


for his announcement. 


If the identity of the two divisions to go to Europe is not revealed 
by the President. it will be made public within a matter of days there- 
efter. Two more divisions would be called up from the Reserve, and 
possibly others alerted for possible call-up, to replace those going 


overseas. 


At present, the 26th and 28th Infantry Divisions are “on alert.” 
The 32d Infantry and 49th Armored Divisions are on orders to come 


on active duty on 15 October.

Reservist ‘Going RA’ 


May Earn 


WASHINGTON Ready Re 
serves and National Guardsmen 
called to active duty in the present 
Army build-up will have to “go 
RA” (Regular Army) if they want 
to qualify for P-1 pro pay of an ex- 
tra $30 a month, it was officially 
explained this week. 

However, reserves in both cate- 
gories will be given enlisted 
evaluation tests on which pro pay, 
VPMOS (Verified Primary Mili- 
tary Occupational Specialty) and 
PQS (Promotion Qualification 
Scores) are based. These men will 
be given at least 90 days’ notice in 
advance of. tests, the same as RA 
and non-Regulars now in the Army. 

To draw P-1, an EM must be E-4 
or above in the RA with six 
months’ continuous service. His 
evaluation tests, unless he decides 
to go RA, will not mean he can 
qualify for pro pay even if he 
scores above cut-off scores set for 
the extra pay in MOSs. 

But once he is given his three- 
months’ advanced notice and takes 
the evaluation tests his scores will 
be used to determine whether he 
can be given a VPMOS. To get this 
verification, he must score above 
70.

THE DILEMMA also posed a 
threat to morale. Military leaders 
faced the possibility that volunteer 
officers serving in AUS appoint- 
ments might have to be denied pro- 
motions while other reservists, 
serving under involuntary recall, 
might have to be given grade 
boosts and the pay that goes with 
it while on active duty. 

Army lawyers found an escape 
hatch, though, and sped a new pol- 
icy message to the field citing 
paragraph 34c and d, AR 135-155. 
The first states that an officer’s 
duty grade will not be altered as 
the result of a Guard or Reserve 
promotion. But the key provision 
states that such an officer will not 
have the election of relief from 
active duty if he “has not com- 
pleted his required period of serv- 
ice on active duty under any pro- 
visions of law.” 

The law in this case is deemed 
to be Public Law 87-117, enacted 
in August, which authorized the 
President to recall reservists for 
up to a year of active duty.

ACCORDING to the DA mes- 
sage; officers’ reserve promotion 
letters received while on active 
duty will include this statement: 
“Effective with this promotion, 
you are deemed to have accepted 
a temporary appointment in the 
grade in which currently serving 
on active duty.” 

The regulation denying relief 
from active duty to those who have 
not completed required service is 
based on Section 3380, Title 10, 
U.S. Code. 

Under the policies now placed in 
effect, there should be no “in- 
equities” in active duty promotions 
between voluntary and recalled re- 
serve officers. There will, of 
course, be other unavoidable dif- 
ferences. For example, Maj. X may 
be serving on active duty volun- 
tarily as a captain while his jun- 
ior, Maj. Y, is pursuing a civil- 
ian career. If Maj. Y is reca!led, 
the AUS captain may find him- 
self under his command.

THE INCREDIBLY complex problems brought about 

by the revolution in arms have produced a short- 
age—perhaps an absence—of people with experience 
in the new strategies. Many civilians have tried to 
work out a logical system on which our planners could 
base their decisions. Some have concentrated on out- 
lining a strategy of deterrence, others have worked 
with the more traditional concept of defending our- 
selves against military attack, some have combined 
the two areas. 

Glenn H. Snydér, a professor at the University of 
Denver, has published a study in which the interlock- 
ing problems of deterrence and military defense are 
related to each other. (“Deterrence and Defense,” 
Princeton University Press, $6.50). He goes into the 
problems of allocating resources for conventional and 
all-out wars, and he considers such questions as de- 
termining when our tactical and strategic weapons 
should be used. 

In order to simplify the problems, Snyder creates 
hypothetical situations. For example, he sets up a sit- 
uation in which Russia decides to sweep across west- 
ern Europe with conventional forces, and our response 
is to tell the Russians that we will atomize one Soviet 
city a day until the Red Army withdraws to the orig- 
inal line. What would the Russian answer be? What 
would be our response to each of the likely Soviet 
responses? How would the Russians decide what 
losses they would be willing to accept in return for a 
prize like western Europe? At what point would we 
really blast Soviet cities off the map? 

Of course there are no hard and fast answers to 
any of these questions, and Snyder doesn’t pretend to 
know the answers. The value of his book is the rais- 
ing of these questions. It should prod readers to ad- 
ditional study of these most complex and terrifying 
problems. 





A couple of novels with military backgrounds hava 
just been published. One of them is pretty good, the 
other is so-so. 

“The Ikon” by Clayton Barbeau is the good one, 
It’s the story of a young soldier in the Korean War— 
a soldier who has volunteered for 
the dirtiest job of all, the frontline 
rifleman.

How to Start 
An Argument

ANYONE who writes regularly 
about jazz receives some 
wild letters. Jazz enthusiasts, 
particularly young ones, are de- 
voted and sometimes noisy par- 
tisans. Like, you dig their man 
the most or you are nowhere. 

One reader, who may be this 
kind of enthusiast, wonders 
whether I have the “courage” to 
choose an all-time all-star jazz 
band in print. 

I don’t see how this requires 
courage, although it may re- 
quire some degree of foolhardi- 
ness, and I am sure there is too 
much “all-star” thinking in the 
jazz press already without my 
two cents being added to the 
nonsense. 

But I'll try to please—or, in 
all probability — displease this 
reader, anyway, though the ef- 
fort of sorting out those musi- 
cians who have meant the most 
to me is not an easy matter. 

And, like every other writer 
who has been nuts enough to 
trap himself this way, a few 
words in explanation. 

First of all, my _ selections 
can’t be “all-time” because 
there are a good many highly 
praised musicians I never saw 
or heard in person. John Ham- 
mond, among others, speaks 
with great enthusiasm about the 
trumpet playing of Joe Smith 
(a standout with the Fletcher 
Henderson band 30-odd years 
ego) but Smith died before my 
time. The same is true of 
Jimmy Harrison, a trombonist 
Teddy Wilson and other musi- 
cians with good taste have told 
me about, and cornetist Bix 
Beiderbecke. I have heard these 
men and others important in 
jazz in the twenties on old rec- 
ords with poor sound but ihat 
hardly counts. I have no first- 
hand knowledge of Smith or 


most influential musician in 
jazz history—Louis Armstrong. 
And let it be known that the 
61-year-old jazz giant can still 
send chills up my spine. 

Trombone — Jack Teagarden, 
without hestitation. 

Tenor Sax — Lester Young, 
also without hesitation. In his 
prime, Lester was a master. And 
don’t let anyone tell you that 
“Pres” had a thin tone. In the 
thirties his tone was a thing of 
beauty. 

Alto Sax I understand why 
many others would choose 
Charlie Parker, but my choice is 
Benny Carter, who remains to- 
day, as always, a fantastic musi- 
cian. 

Clarinet—Benny Goodman, of 
course. 

Baritone Sax — I have not 
been deeply interested in the 
work of baritone saxophone 
players and still find the in- 
strument inflexible when com- 
pared to the alto or tenor, but 
the choice would be Harry Car- 
ney, still one of Duke Ellington’s 
key men after three and a half 
decades. (Carney joined the 
Duke in 1926.) 

Piano—Art Tatum or Teddy 
Wilson. 

Guitar — Freddie Green for 
rhythm and Charlie Christian 
for solo work. 

Bass—Ray Brown, who never 
fails to amaze me. 

Drums — Big Sid Catlett, a 
complete drummer with impec- 
cable taste who could rock a big 
band or irtspire a small group. 

Vibes—Lionel Hampton, not 
only a great musician but one 
who can inspire others as few 
can. 

Male Singer — 
strong. 

Female Singer — Billie Holi- 
day, without hesitation.

Fathers of 1620 employed a pro- 
fessional soldier, Capt. Myles Stan- 
dish (of “Courtship” fame), to or- 
ganizé a train band to protect the 
Colony. against the Indians. Formed 
into the North Regiment at the 
time. of the Pequot War (1636- 
1637), the name was changed in 
1643 to- the Middlesex Regiment, 
which has persisted. On 19 April 
1775, date of the Battles of Lex- 
ington. and Concord, it was mus- 
tered into active duty and took part 
in the investment of Boston.

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Harrison Sees Need to Raise 
Age Limit on Guard Trainees 


LAS VEGAS, Nev.—Army Secretary Elvis Stahr this week assured National Guard 
leaders that the Army was taking another look at age restrictions on Guard recruitment 


of non-veterans. 


The Guard is worried about age. 


restrictions .on six-month training 
reeruitment because of the pos- 
sible affect it might have on Guard 
strength. 

The, age-20 limitation on ‘non- 
veteran recruitment was_ estab- 
lished in September because of the 
Berlin crisis to prevent men of 
draft age from joining the six- 
months training program to eScape 
the draft. 

The Army was also attempting 
to limit the number of_ non-veter- 
ans volunteering in units which it 
may call to active duty because of 
growing world problems.

BUT THE AGE limit’ is causing 
the Army Guard recruiting prob- 
lems, Maj. Gen. William H. Har- 
rison, president of the National 
Guard Association, told the group’s 
83d general conference here that 
it will not be possible to maintain 
the Guard’s 400,000 authorized 
strength unless the age limit is 
boosted. 

If the Guard Association has its 
way, the age limit for recruitment 
of non-veterans will be raised from 
20 to 22 years. And its possible 
that the age restriction might be 
boosted too. 

Selective Service says cur- 
rent draft calls do not affect men 
below the age of 22. The Guard 
wants a chance to recruit those 
from 20-22 years who have little 
chance of being drafted during 
the current crisis unless draft 
calls are increased substantially. 

Secretary Stahr promised Guard 
leaders more six month trainee 
quotas in fiscal year 1963 “to pick 
up those men which you have lost” 
because of the current freeze on 
both six month trainee recruitment 
and training. 

He assured delegates that no 
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Guard personnel being ordered ;to 
active duty this month with a unit 
will be , “involuntarily. reassigned 
to another unit, provided that the 
best interest of the Army are not 
impaired.”

Sweeping Changes Made in Extension Studies 


FORT MONROE, Va.—Continental Army Command 
this week announced sweeping changes in the Army Ex- 
tension Course Program (AECP). 

Under the new program, officials said, reserve com- 
ponent officers not on active duty will be able to fulfill 
military education prerequisites for promotion at a “great- 
ly accelerated rate.” 

By a combination of correspondence study and lim- 
ited periods of active duty for training at branch serv- 
ice schools, an Army National Guard or USAR officer 
will be able to complete the course needed for promo- 
tion to lieutenant colonel within five years or less. 

Other new features of the program include: 

@ A minimum requirement of 70 to 80 credit hours 
of correspondence work annually for enrolled students 
in a career course. 

@® A minimum of 30 credit hours of study for stu- 
dents enrolled in other courses. 

@ Prerequisite military education for promotion to 
the grade of first lieutenant. 

® Granting of credit by the service schools, during 
the transition to the new AECP career courses, for work 
completed by a student in branch company and advanced 
extension courses within the past six years. 

Military education as a prerequisite for promotion 
becomes effective 1 Jan. 1962 under current provisions 
of AR 135-155. In general, the requirements are as fol- 
lows: 

To first lieutenant—Credit for 50 percent of either 

a :familiarization course ‘or an orientation course of the 
segeuneiate branch. 

To captain—credit for the complete familiarization 
or orientation course. 

To major—credit for at least 50 percent of the Ca- 
réer Extension course or the Career (Reserve 
ent) course. 

To lieutenant colonel—Completion of either the Ca- 
reer Extension course or the Career (Reserve compon- 
ent) course. 

Te colonel—Completion ef the Command and Gen- 
eral Staff College Extension course, or the resident course, 
er the USAR school course. 

The new Program became effective in 


Compon- . 


September, with major changes to be accomplished by 
most Army service schools by 1 July 1962. 

Army service school commandants have been direct- 
ed to develop two new types of extension courses. The 
first is the “pure” extension course, with all instruction 
to be comained by correspondonce study. The second 
Reserve component is a combination of correspondence 
study supplemented by active duty periods of resident 
instruction. 

The Career (Reserve component) course arid the Ca- 
reer Extension course replace the old Company Officer 
and Advanced Officer Extension courses. _ 

CONARC has directed that each career course 
identified as part of the AECP be conducted by the 
branch service school which teaches a comparable res- 
ident course. The Army Precommission Extension 

(Nonresident) courses will be offered only by the In- 
fantry School and, for the Women’s Army Corps, by 
the Adjutant General’s School. 

Under new CONARC rules for the career AECP, each 
enrolled student will be required to complete success- 
fully, or have received credit for, 70-80 credit hours’ cor- 
respondence study each “instruction year.” This in- 
struction year’ starts on the date of acceptance of his 
initial course application and ends the same date the 
succeeding year.° Those who fail to complete the re- 
quired hours during an “instrucfion year” will have 
their enrollement cancelled, unless there are extenuat- 
ing circumstances which are acceptable to the school 
commandant. 

A student enrolled in’ the combination resident-non- 
resident course ‘will be required to complete a minimum 
of one nonresident phase each “instruction year.” If 
he desires, he can progress more rapidly. Ne resident 
phase will exceed two weeks (88 hours) duration. A stu- 
dent participating in the combination course will be re- 
quired to attend no more than one phase of resident 
AECP instruction during the year. 

The Army Precommission Extension courses (non- 
resident) require a student to complete a minimum 
of 30 credit hours annually to remain enrolled.

Students must com- 
plete a minimum of 30 credit hours annually te re- 
main enrolled. 

Outstanding features of the new 
courses follow: 

Orientation Extension courses and Familiarization Ex- 
tension courses. These courses may be conducted as: 
non-resident or as a combination of resident-nonresideat 
instruction. They will consist of two phases of instruc- 
tion, which must be completed within two years of date 
of enrollment. Either or both type courses are offered 
by Army service schools. They are available te second 
lieutenants newly commissioned from any source ether 
than a regular OCS course and whose assignment 
is to the branch of the school administering the course. 
The nonresident courses are also available toe eligible 
enlisted personnel who have completed or who have con- 
structive credit for a precommission course. 

Career (Reserve component) course (Number €-24). 
This course will consist of a combination of resident- 
nonresident instruction phases, te be completed by the 
student in five years or less. The course will include 
a minimum of one and a maximum of twe resident 
phases, with a mandatory requirement for enrolled | 
students to attend one resident ase. Students un- 
able to take the resident phase be transferred te 
the “pure” extension course. 

Career’ Extension course (Number E-24). Unless oth- 
erwise directed by CONARC, the course will consist of 
at least-six phases of nonresident instruction. Enrolled 
students will -be expected to complete this course with- 
in a six-year period or less. 

Under current plans, students will not undertake the 
resident phase of career course instruction until after 
1 July 1962. Students phased into the career courses 
who are eligible to attend a resident phase which. is net 
available may complete such phases by ‘nonresident 
means until resident input quotas have been established. 
Or, such students may attend an appropriate USAR 
school active duty training period, subject toe the - 
proval of the appropriate Army commander. 

The previously announced provisions permitting per- 
sonnel te complete up to 50 percent of selected courses 
by examination remains in effect,

“WE STARTED the New Hamp- 
shire OCS program with some 
hesitation, thinking the results 
would not be up to the standard 
we demanded. The first class 
changed our viewpoint. The State 
OCS program is one of our most 
important projects and the major 
source of our junior officers.” 
These are the words of State Ad- 
jutant General, Maj. Gen. F. B. 
McSwiney as he summed up the 
results of five years operation and 
four classes of “homegrown” 2d 
lieutenants.

Pershing on Target 


WASHINGTON — The Army 
put another of its Pershing 
missiles on target in a success- 
ful firing at Cape Canaveral 
26 September. 

Brig. Gen. Richard M. Hurst, 
commander of the Army Bal- 
listic Missile Agency, said pre- 
liminary data indicated test ob- 
jectives were met. Designed to 
be moved in helicopters as well 
as overland on tracked vehicles 
or in fixed-wing aircraft, the 
Pershing is being developed as 
a selective range weapon for 
field army support. 

It can be wheeled out of a 
helicopter and moved into fir- 
ing position almost immediately. 
The missile was fired from its” 
transporter - erector - launcher 
(TEL), a wheeled device used 
to carry, erect the missile to 
its vertical firing and align it 
to the proper azimuth.

WASHINGTON—Defense Department is urging all re- 
servists and national guardsmen on mobilization orders to 
be sure and get federal protection on any commercial life 
insurance they may have in force to guarantee against loss 
or lapse of policy during service hitch, 


DOD urges citizen-soldiers to ap- 
ply for the protection through the 
Veterans Administration even 
though they think they don’t need 
it and plan to make premium pay- 
ments on the same schedule and 
in the same amount as before. 

= - * 

WITH VA PROTECTION, a 
policyholder may skip all or part 
of his premium payments during 
the period of military service and 
for a two-year period after re- 
lease from active duty, before he 
has to settle up. DOD notes that a 
man may have every intention of 
paying his premiums promptly. He 
should apply for the protection 
just to protect his policy against 
lapse during periods when he may 
be bad off financially and unable 
to pay his premiums. 

The insurance protection is 
authorized not only reservists and 
guardsmen but draftees and other 
soon-to-be registered men. The 
coverage is spelled out in Article 
IV of the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
Civil Relief Act. 

The coverage applies only to 
commercial life policies that do not 
impose special premium rates for 
military duties or clauses limiting 
benefits because of service. The 
total amount that VA can guaran- 
tee must not exceed $10,000 al- 
though the coverage can be 
spread over several policies, DOD 
said. 

DOD reminds reservists how- 
ever that the protection is in 
reality a loan against the policy 
and that, the premiums and in- 
terest thus guaranteed must 
eventually be repaid by the veter- 
an. The current interest runs 
about six percent annually on 
money owed. 

« oa * 

THE POLICY ALSO must have 
been in effect for at least 180 days 
before the owner entered active 
service, and must be in force on 
a premium basis at the time of ap- 
plication for protection. VA will 
not guarantee GI insurance 
policies. 

Reservists must apply for the 
protection on VA Form 9-380 
which they can get from their 
commanding officer or nearest VA 
office. Sometimes insurance com- 
panies keep a supply of the forms 
on hand. 

Once a policy is protected, it 
will not lapse or terminate for 
non-payment of premiums, _in- 
debtedness or interest while the 
policyholder is on active duty, and 
for two years after his discharge, 
unless the owner requests with- 
drawal of the protective pro- 
visions. 

If the policyholder does not 
pay the premiums and interest to 
the commercial company -during 
this protective period, the amount 
due will be treated by VA as a 
policy loan. 

If the cash surrender value of 
the policy at the end of the pro- 
tective period is less than the 
amount guaranteed, the policy 
will terminate and the govern- 
ment will pay the commercial 
company the difference. 

Any sum paid the commercial 
company vy VA will become a debt 
due the U. S. by the policyholder 
and may be collected in the same 
manner as any other debt 
through deduction from other 
federal benefits the reservist may 
be entitled or through garnish- 
ment of wages.

POLICYHOLDERS ON active 
duty, if they desire, have the 
privileges of authorizing allot- 








ments-of-pay for the payment of 
their commercial life insurance 
policies. 

Before VA will guarantee a com 
mercial life insurance policy, the 
insured must get the approval of 
the company in which he has the 
insurance and his commanding 
officer must certify that the man 
is on active military duty. 

If the man is applying for the 
protection in-person, the filling of 
the application must be witnessed 
by the commanding officer. If the 
man is on detached duty, then 
the application must be witnessed 
by the custodian of the insured’s 
service record. 

VA reminds the policyholders 
that they designate a lawyer, 
relative, or friend to fill out the 
necessary papers for them to get 
the protection. 


Six QM Units

FORT LEE, .Va. — Six units 
called to active duty arrive at Fort 
Lee this week, marking the debut 
of some 26 units who will be re- 
porting in the next month.

Smith said he then sends a let- 
ter to the serviceman, asking him 
to send Smith the power of attor- 
ney and whether he wants to fi- 
nance the car or pay for it im- 
mediately. A down payment is sub- 
sequently sent to Smith. 

As soon as Smith gets a reply, 
he obtains the registration, driver’s 
license, and insurance in order to 
take the car for inspection. When 
the serviceman reaches the U‘S., 
Smith meets him at the pier and 
turns the car over to-him.

5 Services Offer 
Reserve Options 


WASHINGTON—Most readers of this newspaper have 


taken care of their own 


draft and military 


obligation 


problems long since—but a lot of their children haven't! 


This article gives a thumbnail 
sketch of the programs offered by 
each of the services for the fulfill- 
ment of military obligations. 

In general, there are four ap- 
proaches. 

1. The young man may pursue 
the even tenor of his ways until 
age 28 and take his chance then 
on the draft, which took 25,000 
of that age in September and is 
taking another 20,000 in October. 
They do two years in the Army, 
two years in the Ready Reserve, 
two in the Standby. Draft Direc- 
tor Hershey says the draft age 
will approach 22 by next year. 

2. Join the Regular component 
of one of the services. Length of 
enlistment ranges from three to 
six years depending on service. 

3. Join one of the seven armed 
force Reserve components and go 
on active duty for training from 
eight weeks to a year, or on active 
duty for two years. 

4. Go to a special school, such 
as a service Academy, a state or 
federal maritime academy, or any 
one of a host of colleges that turn 
out chemists, physicists and the 
like that are classified as essential 
workers.

THE YOUNG MAN must regis- 
ter for the draft at 18. Technically, 
he is liable for induction at any 
time from 18% to 26. Actually, 
drafting will be confined to the 
23d year, and to non-fathers at that, 
at least through another 12 months. 

Thus, most people are through 
college by what is in practice the 
draftable age. But if a man 1s 
still in college then it is easy to 
get a deferment. If he gets one, 
he then becomes liable until age 
35 

As the system now works, this 
“liability to 35” doesn’t mean a 
thing to anybody except doctors. 

as ~ * 

ENLISTMENT IN THE REGU- 
LARS, of course, is a very effective 
means of avoiding the draft and 
leaves little, if any, military obli- 
gation to be fulfilled later by serv- 
ice in the Reserve. Just how much 
it leaves depends on the length of 
the enlistment, which ranges from 
three to six years, but is usually 
four. 

The theory of the Reserve pro- 
grams is that a man starts early 
— as young as 17 — and at 
about high school graduation age 
takes active duty for two years, 
or active duty for training for eight 
weeks to a year, and comes back 
to his home unit to drill and be 
a member of the “Ready Reserve” 
for several years. 

The length of time in the 
“Ready” varies from one program 
to another. 

The Ready Reserve is composed 
of the youngest and most freshly 
trained, and is hence subject to 
call first. They can be called by 
presidential proclamation of 
emergency. 

As men graduate into the Stand- 
by they become less likely to be 
called up. Their calling requires 
a Congressional resolution. 

The so-called “six-month” Re- 
serve programs offer the minimum 
of interruption to the civilian 
youth’s schooling and career. Any 
Reserve he joins opens him to the 
obligation of some active duty, 
though in some cases it is only 
eight weeks active duty for train- 
ml (See Air National Guard be- 


, Quotas for the six-month pro- 
grams are limited, however. For 








the year beginning July 1, the 
quotas are: Army Reserve—45,000; 
National Guard — 66,000; Marine 
Corps Reserve — 7650; Coast Guard 
Reserve — 2200; Air Force Re- 
serve — 2006; Air National Guard 
— 7600; Naval Reserve — 1500 
(aviation program only). 

Here is an outline of the pro- 
grams by services: 


ARMY 


® Regular enlistment allows an 
option of 3-, 4-, 5-, or 6-year period 
of service. High school graduates 
can be assured service school 
training of their choice if qualified 
and enlist for such training. 

@ Reserve enlistment can be for 
a 6- or 8-year period that includes 
either 2 years active duty or 6 
months active duty for training. 
Men 17-26 years of age can enlist 
for 6 years including 2 years active 
duty. Those 17 to 18% can enlist 
for 8 years including 6 months 
active duty training. Men between 
18% and 26 can sign up for 6 years 
including 6 months active duty for 
training. (Temporarily, probably 
until Dec. 31, 1961, men over 20 
can’t enlist. Six-month 
may be delayed up to a year for 
schooling.) 

®@ National Guard enlistment is 
for 3 years. An enlistee under age 
18% incurs an 8-year obligation. 
Those 18% through 25 incur a 
6-year obligation. If the guardsman 
does not reenlist at the end of 
his 3-year enlistment he automatic- 
ally becomes a member of the U.S. 
Army Reserve for the remainder 
of his obligation. (Temporarily, 
probably until Dec. 31, 1961, men 
over 20 can’t enlist. Six-month 
training may be delayed up to a 
year for students.) 

@® ROTC at 248 colleges consists 
of 2 years basic and 2 years ad- 
vanced training along with college 
work. Minimum age for enrollment 
in ROTC is 14. At 60 of the 
Army ROTC units, seniors can take 
an extracurricular basic flight train- 
ing course to become aviation offi- 
cers. Following appointment as 
officers, ROTC graduates must 
serve on active duty either 6 
months or 2 years, depending on 
the needs of the Army; pilots must 
serve for 3 years. 

@ Aviation training in the Army 
is open to commissioned officers 
who meet medical and performance 
requirements. Aviation training 
leading to appointments as warrant 
officers is authorized for enlisted 
men. 

® Military Academy admission 
requirements are rigid. Applicants 
must be between 17 and 22 years 
of age and gain appointment to the 
academy. Graduates serve at least 
4 years on active duty. 


NAVY 


@ Regular enlistment period is 
4 or 6 years. Age requirement is 
17 to 30. Individuals who have 
reached their 18th birthday may 
enlist for the period of minority 
or until the day preceding their 
2lst birthday. Before enlisting, 
highly qualified high school gradu- 
ates can select certain occupation- 
al fields and receive assurance of 
service school training. 

@ Reserve enlistment, for men 
17 to 26 years of age, is for 6 
years, including 2 years of active 
duty. 

Special six-month active duty 
tours are open to 1500 young men

a year. They take boot training, 
technical training in an aviation 
rating and then return to Naval 
Air Reserve units as drilling re- 
servists. Preference in the limited 
quota goes to those who live near 
a reserve unit to which they can 
affiliate. 

@ Navy ROTC at 52 colleges 
consists of two programs: regular 
and contract. Regular NROTC 
gives 4 years of tuition-paid col- 
lege education. High school seniors 
must qualify in annual competitive 
exams for appointment. Regular 
graduates must serve 4 years after 
college. Contract NROTC is 4 
year officer training along with 
college studies. Enrollment is pos- 
sible only after entry into college. 
Active duty obligation is 2 years 
after graduation. Age limit is 17 
to 21. 

® Reserve officer candidate 
program is open to college under- 
graduates 17 to 27% years of age. 
College graduates receive commis- 
sions and serve 3 years. 

@ Officer candidate school 
(OCS) is for college graduates 19 
to 33% years of age. Candidates 
attend school 4 months, graduate 
with commissions, and serve 
years. 

@® Aviation cadet (NAVCAD) 
program is open to men 18 to 25, 
who have at least 2 years college 
education.

“Yes,” agreed the farmer, “but 
this dog was’ sleeping in my own 
driveway.” The farmer wanted 
5200 but was happy to receive 
$125 from the Army for the dog. 

The only conscientious objector’s 
company in the Army, located at 
Brooke Army Medical Center, Tex., 
was ‘brought up by Col. William 
H. Johnson Jr., Fourth Army Staff 
Judge Advocate. He suggested 
that counseling of these men by 
commanders can help to cut down 
needless courts-martial cases. He 
also made a suggestion regarding 
the Reserve stimmer training pro- 
gram known as the “mascot pro- 
gram.” This program “is dear to 
the hearts of Guard and Reserve 
men,” he said, “but it creates 
problems and can get very seri- 
ous.” Youngsters, who are part 
of the program, can and have been 
injured on jeeps, he pointed out. 

Col. Howard S. .Levie, Sixth 
Army Staff Judge Advocate, ex- 
plained the problems concerning 
milk litigation in California, and 
Col. Paul A. Robblee, Military Dis- 
trict of Washington Staff Judge 
Advoeate, brought up the problems 
that can arise due to the length 
of time it frequently takes to get 
sexual deviates out of the Army. 
Gen. Decker later agreed - that 
“elimination procedures in such 
cases are too long.”

THE Status of Forces agree- 
ments as they are working out in 
various countries were discussed 
and Maj. Robert B. Ellert, chief 
of the operations branch, Inter- 
national Affairs Div., OTJAG, .re- 
ferred to the lengthy trials in 
Turkey, adding that Turkey has 
never granted a single waiver in 
eight years since the SOF agree- 
ment has been in operation. A 
good many cases afe Waived in 
other countriés (that is, they waive 
the right to bring U.S. soldiers 
to trial in foreign courts). 

In the field of Legal Assist: 
ance and in reference to the 
Army’s present build-up, Brig. 





Gen. Alan B. Todd, assistant 
Judge Advocate General for 
Military Justice, remarked: “I 
venture to say your legal assist- 
ance business will soon be three- 
fold what it is now.” 


Lt. Col. Carl E. Winkler, chief 
of the Legal Assistance Div., 
OTJAG, reported that for the first 
six months this year there has been 
a 10 percent increase over the 
amount of legal assistance given 
during the first six months of 1959. 


Winkler also explained a new 
standard interview card (a million 
copies are being prepared) for use 
by legal assistance officers. The 
card will “stop all the shopping 
around that many of our clients 
do now,” he said. He also dis- 
cussed state taxation and pointed 
out that the federal government is 
now exchanging more and more 
tax information with states due to 
automatic data processing, and that 
more delinquent tax-cases can be 
expected. As a case in point, he 
explained that a state recently hit 
an officer for nine years of back 
state taxes. 

The Legal Assistance chief also 
discussed excessive interest rates 





for credit atid reminded the con- 
ference that the average service- 
man has no idéa what credit really 
costs him. He demonstrated a 
pocket-sized interest calculator that 
he hopes to distribute.

Medieval Type Mesh Guards 
Modern Army Meat Cutters 


BOSTON ARMY BASE — The 
steel chain mail used by medieval 
knights to turn the lances and 
arrows of the enemy, is still used 
in today’s modern Army along 
with the 20th century missiles, 
tanks, and aircraft. 

The metal mesh, to give it its in- 
dustrial name, is produced under 
Army Quartermaster Procurement 
contract by Whiting-Davis Co., 
Plainville, Mass., the only firm in 
the United States which produces 
the mesh. 

The company turns out the mesh 
in the form of aprons and gloves 
designed for use by Army and 
other services’ meat cutters as a 
safeguard against the razor-sharp 
knives used in the cutting plants. 
The apron affords protection for 
the abdomen, groin, and thighs of 
the meat cutter, while the left- 
hand glove protects the hand hold- 
ing the particular portion of meat 
being cut. 

Some 5,000 sets of aprons and 
gloves are turned out in an 
average year with quality control 





representatives from the Boston 
Army Base working with the firm 
to insure that the product is in ac- 
cord with Quartermaster specifi- 
cations. 

“We've turned out quite a bit 
of the mesh for use by Hollywood 
in such films as “The Crusades” 
and other period movies calling 
for the item,” said Charles W. 
Rice, vice-president of Whiting- 
Davis Co. “We're also in the pro- 
cess of fabricating chain mail type 
costumes for a Camelot scene in 
one of the forthcoming ice-shows.” 

The company maintains in their 
showroom a collection of chain- 
mail samples from Europe and 
Asia dating back to the Middle 
Ages which was given them by the 
New York Metropolitan Museum 
of Art. A close examination of 
the ancient mesh shows that to- 
days product, although shinier and 
more efficiently manufactured, 
still embodys the principles used 
hundreds of years ago when the 
chain-armor was made by hand by 
skilled craftsmen.

Obsolete Tanks Serve 
As Wheeled Blockhouse 


HUNTSVILLE, Ala.—Army mis- 
sile men are using weapons of 
World War II to save money in the 
development of tomorrow’s arms 
for American soldiers. 

There's not much you can do 
with an obsolete Army tank, but 
at Redstone Arsenal, home of the 
Army’s missile program, war weary 
tanks are among the taxpayers 
best friends. 

Test engineers of the Army 
Rocket and Guided Missile Agency 
are using old tanks as blockhouses 
on wheels for safe, close-up obser- 
vation and instrumentation sites 
for missile firings. 

If an engineer needs a close-up 
of his missile landing on the tar- 
get, an elaborate reinforced con- 
crete bunker isn’t needed. He just 
hops into one of these “iron 
chargers,” parks down range, arid 
protected by several inches of steel, 
watches the missile hit at close 
quarters. 

The Army at Redstone has four 
light tanks, two General Sherman 
heavy tanks, two medium tanks, 
and two armored personnel car- 
@iers in use, according to Jack L.

The tanks were taken out of 
storage in 1957. They run well, and 
cost the Army nothing but a mini- 
mum of upkeep, performed by the 
ARGMA Field Maintenance Office. 

Also used as targets, the tanks 
can take an indefinite beating from 
small missiles fired at them with- 
out their high explosive warheads. 

When the testers use a high 
explosive charge, the tank usually 
becomes immobile.

ONCE A PROGRAM is under- 
way, the tanks get a daily blasting. 
Since they are easier to move to 
different distances from the launch 
point, they make better targets 
than the stationary metal bulls- 
eyes would do alone. 

If they are damaged by the sharp 
impact of an unarmed missile or 
the walloping punch of a high ex- 
plosive warhead, they are turned 
in. and replaced by a similar model 
from the surplus pile. 

The old work horses are used 
occasionally to pull another ve- 
hicle out of the mud. They even 
save expense and time in building 
barricades for delicate optical 
equipment in place on the range 
since the tanks have proven them- 
selves effective missile stoppers. 

“They’ve proven very handy to 
have around,” Childers remarks, 
“We're still finding uses for them.” 

The old tanks have had some 
facelifting to adapt them for range 
work. Target holder frames have 
been installed on the hull, a large 
bullet-proof observation window 
has been built into the turret, and 
modern radios have been installed 
inside the tank. In some cases the 
big cannon mounted in the turret

To Control 
Arms OK’d 


By XAVIER BOYLE 


Last minute action by Con- 
gress created a new U. S. 
Arms control and Disarm- 
ament Agency, but failed to 
provide sufficient supple- 
mental appropriations be- 
cause of a lack of time as 
Congress adjourned. 


A staff of 250 employees is 
planned. A clearer picture is ex- 
pected after the first of the year as 
Congress left the door open for the 
agency to make a supplemental 
appropriations request in January. 

Until then the agency plans to 
hire 140. There are already 80 em- 
ployees on hand who have trans- 
ferred over from the previous U.S. 
Disarmament Administration. 


The agency is in particular need 
of scientific researchers, nuclear 
physicists, economists, military 
weapons strategy experts, space 
technologists and chemists. 

Mostly, the jobs will be under 
Civil Service. Twenty top jobs pay- 
ing from $15,255 to $20,000 a year 
has been okayed by Congress. 

The agency will be located in 
the: State Department: although it 
is to be an independent agency.

On Callup Quiz 


WASHINGTON—It’s quiz time all over America as 
military personnel by the thousands seek answers on defer- 
ment from recall, transfers, reassignment, early separation 


from active duty, overseas 
questions. 
The ‘Army has answers for 


everybody, but in many cases a 
separate decision has to be made 
for each individual. Often the in- 
dividuals delay the consideration 
of their cases by seeking the in- 
formation from their congressmen 
first. 

Now, reservists, National 
Guardsmen and active duty per- 
sonnel can look up the answers 
as easily as their congressmen. 
The Army this week released to 
the public its fact sheet prepared 
for members of Congress by the 
office of ‘the Chief of Legislative 
Liaison. 

For some individuals, the fact 
sheet will provide an ‘immediate 
answer to their questions. And 
when the matter is one that can- 
not be stated as a simple across- 
the-board rule, the fact sheet tells 
how one should apply for a formal 
decision ‘and what general consid- 
erations are involved. 

The complete text of the Army 
document reads as follows: 


SECTION | 


1. Category—Compassionate Reassignment. 
2. Apply to—Unit commander who, if he 
approves, will forward through mili- 
tary channels to the appropriate major 
commander for final decision. As an 
exeeption, military personnel who are 
assigned overseas but who are in the 
continental United States on leave may 
apply cirectly to The Adjutant General, 
Department of the Army, Washington

8. Considerations: 

A. The following general conditions must 
exist to obtain consideration of a re- 
quest for compassionate transfer: 

() The problem must be very much 
more severe than cifficulties being 
experienced by other servicemen. 

(2) It must involve a member of the 
serviceman’s immediate family 
(wife, children, father, mother, sis- 
ter, or brother). 

(3) Reassignment must be the only pos- 
sible solution. 

(4) It must not be a chronic condition 
but must be capable of resolution 
or substantial alleviation within a 
year or less. 

B. Applications must be fully docu- 
mented with evidence which will 
clearly establish that all the condi- 
tions enumerated in (A) above exist. 

€. Mental instability, immaturity, psy- 
choneuroses, climatic allergies, re- 
tarded chilkren, problems confront- 
ing in-laws, indebtedness, contem- 
plated retirement, and purchase of 
home are not normally a basis for 
reassignment.

Politically-Loaded Seminars 


Require DOD

WASHINGTON Army’s IGs 
are expected to move swiftly in 
taking a look at the two-day semi- 
nar held last week in San An- 
tonio by that city’s junior cham- 
ber of commerce on what prelimi- 
nary reports termed, “military 
participation” on the part of 
Fourth Army in the anti-commu- 
nist meeting. The whole affair is 
on the fuzzy side.

port and assistance. The mere fact 
that Army Reserve officers and a 
retired Army officer, Gen. Albert 
C. Wedemeyer, participated, gave 
it a military coloring. 

Since there has been a series of 


such seminars held in the past 
several years, some endorsed and 
supported by Reserve’ groups, 
while in others the Reserve offi- 
cers merely attended, many. feel 
that the Pentagon should come out 
with a very definite statement on 
just how these seminars may op- 
erate if there is any active armed 
services association. 

The policy now seems to be that 
if there is no public critical reac- 
tion, then the seminar was all 
right. On the other hand, if there 
is any adverse criticism the Pen- 
tagon moves in to “clobber” the 
active Army people since it can- 
not control Reserve officers when 
they are not on active duty.

Of course, the- Pentagon could 
issue a policy directive prohibiting 
Reserve - officers from attending 
any seminar of this type in uni- 
form. The San Antonio situation 
is loaded politically so the Penta- 


gon will move cautiously in its 
handling of the investigation. 
Renewed efforts to have the 


Secretary of Defense restore the 
Assistant Secretaryship for Re- 
serve Affairs for each service has 
again been rejected. 

Advocates of the restoration 
of the position have argued that 
when the position was abolished 
it downgraded the Reserve. Not 
so, says the Pentagon in reply. 
By placing the responsibility 
for management of the Reserve 
in the office of the Under Sec- 
retary of each of the services 
the status of the Reserve has in 
reality been upgraded rather 
than downgraded. 

In explaining the set-up, an un- 
official Pentagon spokesman 
pointed out that in reality none 
of the three services have an iden- 
tical situation. For example, the 
Navy does not have a National 
Guard set-up. In its “bridge” 
proach to its manpower strength 
it is in reality one service. Part 
is active and the other “ready 
to go.” 

The Air Force has an active 
force, as well as Reserve and Na- 
tional Guard components as does 
the Army. The Air Force, how- 
ever, has operated on an “inte- 
grated” basis, again with part ac- 
tive and the other “ready to go.” 

As the older service, the Army 
has functioned more or less as 
having three components each 
with a specific mission. By its na- 
ture the Army National Guard 
has been wearing “two hats”, one 
as the state force and the other 
2s a component of the “mobilized 
force” when each comes into be- 
ing. 


NEW Sw 
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Hardship 
Peilicge 
Pushed

WASHINGTON — A leg- 
islative package designed to 
help prevent undue hardship 
on reservists and national 
guardsmen being called to ac- 
tive duty this month because 
of the Berlin crisis is being 
pushed by Sen. Harrison A. 
Williams, Jr. (D., N.J.). 

Williams said he is working in 
close contact with the Senate Arm- 
ed Service and Labor and Public 
Welfare Committee to get the pro- 
posals passed early next session. 
He said he worked the proposals up 
too late to get Congressional action 
_ session, which closed last Sun- 
ay. 

“The intent of the legislation 
is to keep personal sacrifice of 
the mobilized reservists to a 
minimum while they are called 
upon to meet the obvious defense 
needs of the nation,” Harrison 
told Army Times. 

The legislative package being 
proposed by Williams is identical to 
two bills introduced early last 
month by Rep. Cornelius Gallager, 
also of New Jersey. Williams, in a 
press statement, praised Gallager 
for his leadership in seeking legis- 
lation which would help reservists 
involuntarily called to active duty 
to readjust when they go back 
home. 

The bills would: 


@ Make government-guaranteed 
business loans available by the 
Veterans Administration to reserv- 
ists who had to liquidate or sus- 
pend operation of their own busi- 
ness in order to enter service. 


® Provide mustering-out pay for 
reservists and guardsmen based on 
the number of years served and the 
number of times called. The for- 
mula would be $100 for persons 
who serve between one and two 
years; $200 for persons who serve 
two or three years, and $300 for 
three or more years. For a man 
recalled to active duty for the sec- 
ond time, these rates would be 
doubled. For a man called for 
third time they would be tripled. 


@ Establish a broader legal 
se.vice to give reservists and other 
armed forces personnel informa- 
tion on their legal rights under 
the Soldiers’ & Sailors’ Civil Relief 
Act. Government attorneys would 
handle violations. 

@ Extend vocational rehabilita- 
tion aid to those discharged with a 
service-connected disability. A bill 
similar to this proposal passed the 
House this week with Administra- 
tion and is currently awaiting Sen- 
ate Labor and Public Welfare Com- 
mittee backing. This Committee is 
not against the proposal but has a 
similar proposal tied to a bill which 
would provide education and train- 
ing, vocational rehab, and home 
and farm loans to veterans who 
have entered military service since 
31 Jan. 1955 — cutoff date for 
Korea GI Bill entitlement. 

@® Extend education benefits 
similar to the program now before 
the full Senate. This program is 
patterned after the Korea GI Bill 
education and would provide 36 
months of assistance to peace.: ie 
veterans on the following form. 1: 
$110 for singlé personnel; $125 for 
those with one dependei.t; and $165 
for ex-servicemen with two or 
more dependents.

DARNELL said he was impress- 
ed by the youth and enthusiasm 
of the troops and the “high qual- 
ity” of their commissioned and 
non-commissioned officers. Many 
of the latter are veterans of World 
War II and the Korean War. 

“There is no doubt in my 
mind,” Darnell said, “that both 
the Army Reserve and Army Na- 
tional Guard are in far better 
shape than ever before.” 

Darnell praised the six-month 
training program for its contribu- 
tion fo the high state of readiness 
of the reserve components. 

He said a recent survey of sev- 
eral Army Guard divisions showed 
47 percent of enlisted men had 
completed, or were in the process 
of taking, RFA training in the ac- 
tive Army and 16 percent had fin- 
ished more than 17 months of ac- 
tive federal service.

AVERAGE length of service of 
men in the surveyed units was 
48 years. Noncoms averaged just 
under eight years service with a 
large percentage of these veter- 
ans of War II and Korea. More 
than half of the officers had two 
or more years of active service 
and the average length of service 
in the Guard for all officers was 
11.6 years. 

“This high percentage of lead- 
ers with extensive active duty ex- 
perience, much of it under com- 
bat conditions, will pay off in 
the performance and combat 
readiness of these units, if and 
when they are ordered to ac- 
tive service,” Darnell said. 

Another important factor dis- 
closed by the survey, he said, was 
the youth of today’s citizen. sol- 
diers. Seventy-eight percent of the 
enlisted men in the surveyed units 
were between 17 and 26 years of 
age, and 68 percent of the officers 
had not reached their 40th birth- 
day. 

In spite of these demonstrated 
gains in total strength and training 
readiness, the Army’s Reserve com- 
ponents program is not “complac- 
ently resting on its laurels,” Dar- 
nell indicated.

Among the new provisions of 
ROPA which went into effect last 
year are mandatory promotions‘fer 
Guard and USAR unit officers and 
a stricter definition of “length of 
service” ‘as applied to mandatory 
retirements. These features, Guard 
spokesmen predict,’ will cause a 
rapid increase in officer © and 
technician losses in 1963 and there- 
after. 

As Suggested by the ‘NGA, 
the committee also would have 
studied current proposals to amend 
the Officer Personnel Act (OPA) 
that could affect reserve compo- 
nent officers. One Bolte-Committee 
recommendation reportedly would 
require reserve officers retiring 
after 20 years’ active duty to re- 
tire in their highest active duty 
grade, rather than their reserve 
grade which frequently is higher. 

DOD comments on the associa- 
tion’s resolution on the creation 
of a new committee noted that 
the services “continually review 
the effectiveness of ROPA as a 
normal operating responsibility.” 

It was pointed out also that Cen- 
gress, when it first passed the law 
in 1954, gave the Reserve Forces 
Policy Board in the Pentagon the 
job of reporting annually on the 
effectiveness of ROPA. 

When changes to OPA have been 
decided upon, Defense authorities 
said, DOD will review ROPA and 
recommend “appropriate” changes.

Mildred Stagg’s “Anima! and Pet 
Photography” and “The Nude in 
101 Moods,” the latter iluustrated 
with photographs by Paul Duck- 
worth, provide guidance in two ex- 
tremes of a hobby that embraces 
p-actically a universe of interests. 
Many more readers will be help- 
ed by the manual on pets than the 
other, which suffers badly from 
excessive artificiality in the illus- 





trated poses. The pet book is full 
of practical guidance in photo- 
graphing not only dogs, cats, horses 
and z00 animals, but a surprisingly 
wide range of other live play 
things to which people become at- 
tached. 

In the case of the book on nudes, 
the author -obviously is ‘sincere 
enough in her approach, but the 
odds are against her: the subject is 
just not within the range of skills 
or artistic appreciation, present or 
potential, of the average amateur 
to whom it is addressed. 

Edna Bennett’s “Nature Phe- 
tography” covers so much 
ground that, inevitably, the treat- 
ment is rather sketchy, just 
enough to whet the appetite for 
more, but with no bibliography 
to satisfy it. Wild animals, birds,

WASHINGTON—A multifuel engine,. said to go farther

Mounted in an _ experimental 
8-by-8, 2%-ton Army truck, the 
engine used regular gasoline and 
diesel ‘fuel. The engine appeared 
to perform with equal power on 
either fuel. 

General Motors’ Detroit Diesel 
Division, developers of the engine, 
said 12 multifuel engines ranging 
from 20 to 650 hp could be supplied 
to the services. GM said that.this 
power range in both in-line and V 
models the division is ready to 
meet all. military power require- 
ments ranging from small ground 
support generator sets to trucks, 
large combat vehicles, landing craft 
as well as other needs. 

Tests. of the engine have 
shown, the company said, that 
they can burn various grades of 
gasoline, Army compression ig- 
nition fuel, jet (JP 3-4-5), kero- 
sene and diesel fuels with power 
output “varying only with the 
type and energy content of the 
fuel burned.” 

In addition, says Clyde W. Trux- 
ell, general manager of Detroit 
Diesel, the new engine can use any 
of these fuels singly or in any 
combination with 
justment 

This feature, he said, permits 
the use of any fuel or mixture 
available or easily accessible at any 
field, location, and is regarded to 
be of strategic and economic im- 
portance.

OFFICIALS also pointed out that 
existing GM diesel engines can be 
converted to multifuel use. A 
change of pistons, a unit injector 
and fuel pump are required. The 
beauty of their system, say these 
officials, is simplicity. 


It seems noteworthy that the GM | 


development allows the conversion 
of equipment in use to mulifuel 
use. GM points out it is possible 
to convert GM _ diesel engines 
rapidly and at relatively small cost, 
thus updating equipment in this 
field. Furthermore, all the used 
surplus GM diesels which are nor- 
mally retired from use could be re- 
built, updated: and returned : to 
service. 

Detroit Diesel is prepared to 
make the new engine available 
early ‘next year. It was empha- 
sized that the manufacturer had 
developed the engine without gov- 
ernment subsidy or contract. Com- 
pany Officers said they could not 
estimate the sum spent on the new 
engine. 

Detroit Diesel officials told 
reporters that their diesel en- 

gines cost about $3000 each. 
When altered for multifuel use, 
there is an added cost of about 
$200, they said. To “start from 
scratch” and produce a multi- 
fuel engine would run unit costs 
to about $10,000.

Au the while she was growing up, Genevieve Riordan had 
one ambition in her young red head: to be a school 
teacher. Though she lived in Red Bank, N.J. under the shadow 
of Fort Monmouth, she was hardly aware that the Army 


post existed. Furthermore—in 


those pre-World War II days 


—she never dreamed that someday the Army would play 


an important role in her life. | 


Now, in an office at Fort Myer, 
across the river from Washington, 
SFC Riordan, WAC, was recalling 
those times. “I never wanted any- 
thing else. I was meant to teach.” 
She eventually received a Bach- 
elor. of Science degree in Educa- 
tion from Fordham University, 
then taught primary grades in 
Yonkers, N.Y. 


“I’m still ‘teaching,’ ” she add- 
ed with a laugh, “I can’t resist 
showing people how te do 
things. Sometimes I imagine I 
get in the way...” 


SFC Riordan is chief clerk in 
the Purchasing and Contracting Of- 
fice at Myer. She sat opposite me, 
petite and trim in her green sum- 
mer uniform, hair mostly gray. 
But despite the stripes on her 
sleeve, despite her 17 years serv- 
ice in the Women’s Army Corps, 
she looked for all the world what 
she still was at heart — a school 
ma’arm. 

What did she think of modern 
primary education? Her blue-gray 
eyes flashed behind her spectacles. 
“Well — if letter-writing is any 
indication, if grammar is any in- 
dication, if spelling is any in- 
dication then, I think it is 
pitiful. There should be more em- 
phasis on the fundamentals. 

“I think they have tried to take 
the word ‘work’ out of the class- 
room, and the children are being 
misled. Someday these children 
are going to have to work, so why 
keep the secret from them?” She 
flung out her hands expressively. 
“Why were we given hands?” she 
demanded. “And arms, and legs 
and a brain, if it weren’t to use 








them? Children should be taught 
pride in working.” 


How did this dedicated teach- 
er happen toe join the WAC? 
“I wanted a change,” she admits 
frankly, “I joined in 1944.” The 
school kept her on military leave 
for eight years. “Finally, I 
realized I had to make a deci- 
sien, and the WAC won out.” 


Sgt. Riordan has held many in- 
teresting jobs in this country, in 
Japan and in France. Of them all, 
her favorite was the one in Or- 
leans, France, where she served 
as chief clerk with the U.S. Army 
Liaison Group, Labor Service Div., 
Polish Guard Unit, comprised of 
displaced persons organized by the 
Army for guard duty. “I learned 
to know people with an entirely 
different background. When I left 
they presented me with a certifi- 
cate making me an honorary mem- 
ber of the Polish Guard.” 

Much as she loves teaching, she 
has never regretted her decision 
to stay in the WAC. “I recom- 
mend it especially for older single 
women who find themselves in a 
rut, but who must work for a liv- 
ing. I think the WAC solves a lot 
of problems for them. They travel 
and they get the satisfaction of 
knowing they are contributing 
something useful to their govern- 
ment. It’s a letdown for anybody 
who comes in only with ideas of 
glamor, who has never given the 
work a thought. I think it is a 
good thing for a girl to work in 
civilian life before joining, then 
she can appreciate the WAC’s ad- 
vantages more.” 

Her eyes softened. ‘Personally, 
I feel fortunate to live in a period 
of history when there is such a 
thing as the WAC .

After experimenta- 
tion they declared that the time- 
honored shade showed up mighty 
black in the deep shadow. Their 
technicians ran a lot of tests and 
decided finally that yellow was 
the most highly visible color. 
This was adopted and a lot of 
sportsmen perked up their ears 
and demanded that vests, shirts, 
coats and hats be made for them 
with the yaller tint. The switch 
from red was a big one. 

Last year the Massachusets 
game department, together with 
the American Optical Co. and 
with the asisstance of the Fort 
Devens military, conducted anoth- 
er set of experiments to see if 
indeed yellow was the best woods- 
land shade. Altogether seven col- 
ors were tried out, these included, 
as you might suspect, red, also 
California's yellow, Manitoba’s 
white, as well as blaze orange, 
fire orange, neon red and arc yel- 
low. 





THESE TESTS were just espe- 
cially thorough and as example of 
this is the fact that some 84 vests 
were made up, 12 in each of the 
seven colors. These were draped 
over life-size dummies and scat- 
tered through the woods, fields, 
and along the streams for a dis- 
tance of 2% miles. The country 
represented typical deer cover. 
The tests were then conducted 
during the early fall when there 
was still plenty of foliage, later 
when the leaves were half fallen, 
and finally when the forest was 
bare. Some 526 soldier-observers 
were walked over the course, and 
so careful was the experiment 
conducted these troopers were 
picked with an eight to nine per-

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cent color deficiency in eyesight. 
This happens to be the national 
average. There were 22,346 sight- 
ings altogether. 

Out of this rather exhaustive 
study came the conclusion that 
red is, as the Californians claimed, 
a poor color for the hunter. Even 
more surprising, and pretty con- 
fusitg, was the finding that yel- 
low is also a poor shade. White, 
the Canuck choice, was so sad it 
was used for control purposes 
only. Every game animal, practi- 
cally, has some white about it. 
A less happy choice can scarcely 
be imagined.

WHAT THE Devens test did 
peint up is that blaze orange is far 
and away the best. This is a fluo- 
rescent color and according to the 
American Optical engineers who 
supervised the experiments, is ap- 
proximately three times as bril- 
liant as a garment of the same 
color without the fluorescent dyes. 
The various state game depart- 
ments were impressed by the 
thoroughness of the Fort Devens 
tests and within months such 
states as Montana, Arizona, Colo- 
rado, Maine, Michigan, New Mex- 
ico, Pennsylvania and Virginia, 
recommended either the blaze 
orange or blaze yellow. 


Other states are slow to change. 
In Wyoming, for example, the law 
dictates red; Kentucky, Tennessee 
and Utah say that the hunter must 
have on either red or yellow. In 
North Carolina and Wisconsin the 
choice is a bit broader, any one 
of the three colors. Idaho, which, 
for a long time had a color law, 
recently dropped it, the game de- 
partment explaining; “Too much 
emphasis on wearing colors in- 
duces hunters to shoot at moving 
color instead of game.” Just what 
that statement meang is anybody’s 
guess!

FORT BENNING, Ga.—Literally thousands of Army personnel, active and Reserve, 
are soon to learn the secrets and tricks of competitive markmanship through a series of 


Under the AAMU’s program of | 
instruction, four teams of crack 
instructors will fan out all over 
the country to conduct courses at 
selected Army posts in the six 
Army areas. 

One instructor team, headed by 
Maj. William S. Brophy Jr., left 
Fort Benning 26 Sept. on a 22-day 
tour which will include Fort Riley, 
Kans., and Fort Ord, Calif. The 
instructors will teach ad- 
vanced techniques of pistol firing. 

A second group will go to the 
Military Academy at West Point, 
N.Y., and to Fort Meade, Md. 
Forty-hour courses will be pre- 
sented on rifle and pistol coach- 
ing and team operation. 

Maj. William C. Pullam will head 
the 15 rifle instructors. The six- 
man pistol group will be under 
supervision of Capt. Clyde Metts. 

Fort Lewis, Wash., and Fort 
Carson, Colo., will be visited by 
14 AAMU riflemen under the su- 
pervision of Capt. Richard G. 
Hinkle. The group is scheduled 
to spend 22 days conducting in- 
tensive instruction at the two posts. 

According to Hinkle, the clinics 
are coordinated with each Army 
area so that some 60 active, Re- 
serve, police and civilian students 
may be accemmodated. 


“We ask that the classes be held 
to about 60 students because we've 
found that figure to be the maxi- 
mum at which an extremely close 
instructor-student relationship may 
be maintained,” Hinkle said.

teams provide detailed plans upon 
which students may base their own 
programs of marksmanship instruc- 
tion in their own units and organi- 
zations.

Lansing Driver Plan 
Aids Disabled Students 


LANSING, Mich. — A driver ed- 
ucation:program for physically dis- 
abled high school’ students, be- 
lieved to be among the first of its 


* kind in the nation, is in its second 


~ 


semester of operation in the Lan- 
sing: Public Schools system. 

Five multiple handicapped stu- 
dents from Lansing’s Eastern High 
School are proof that the idea is 
workable. 

The five, two polio victims, one 
victim of cerebral palsy, another 
with arthritis and one with a hip 
defect since birth, took the initial 
18-week course during the spring 
semester on their way to earning 
their driver’s licenses despite their 
physical limitations. 

Preceded by more than a year 
of careful planning, the new pro- 
gram was planned and arranged 
by the Safety and Special Ed- 
ucation department of the Lan- 
sing Public Schools; with assist- 
ance from the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction, the 
Michigan Department of Secre- 
tary of State, and the trafffc bu- 
reau of the Lansing Police De- 
partment. 

Oldsmobile Division, pioneer in 
the field of special automotive con- 
trols, for the handicapped, con- 
tributed the car equipped with the 
paraplegic assisting devices. 

The handicapped students take 
the same classroom instruction as 
normal driver education pupils. 
However, when they go out on the 
road to ‘apply their classroom 
knowledge, the youngsters use the 
specially-equipped automobile. 

The controls consist of a hand 
lever mounted on the left side 
of the steering column and linked 
to the gas pedal, the brake and 
the headlight dimmer , Switch. 

Thus .with only his hands, a 
physically-disabled_ youngster, after 
adequate instruction, can control 
the car as readily as any driver. 

By depressing the hand lever, 
the car accelerates. By pulling the 
lever back, the brakes are applied. 
And a device on the lever handle 
adjusts the headlight beam, to 
bright or dim with the flick of 
a thumb. There is also a left-foot 
accelerator pedal. 





For the instructor, the right- 
hand floorboard is equipped 
with a dual brake control pedal. 
In an emergency with either a 
handicapped or normal student, 
the driver education teacher 
may apply the brakes with this 
dual control device.

New Device May Save Eyes 
From Nuclear Flash Effects 


PHILADELPHIA—Operating at a speed of one ten-thousandth of a second, a device to 


‘protect operators of optical equipment from nuclear flash blindness on the battlefield has 


been developed by Frankford Arsenal engineers in cooperation with the Electro-Optical 


Systems of Pasadena, Calif. 


Designed especially to protect 
personnel using high-powered 
binoculars and telescopes for re- 
connaissance or field bombardment 
spotting, the eye protection mech- 
anism can be battery operated and 
is readily adaptable to field con- 
ditions. 

Explaining the need and func- 
tion of such a protection unit, en- 
gineers point out that the lenses of 
high-powered binoculars and tele- 
scopes collect far more light than 
the human eye does. Thus the bril- 
liant light of a nuclear detonation, 
although miles away, would be fun- 
neled with tremendous intensity 
into the retina of the eye, either 





for possible application to these 
other areas. 

Heart of the eye protection de- 
vice is a unit called a stressed 
plate shutter which is placed in 
front of the objective end of a 
pair of binoculars or a telescope. 
When a sensing device detects a 
nuclear detonation, this shutter 
will close out the resultant flash 
in one ten-thousandth of a second 
with an effectiveness in excess 
of 1000-1.

THE STRESSED plate shutter is 

a non-mechanical device consisting 





of an ordinary piece of glass plate 
mounted between a pair of rigid 
beams. Placed at either end of 
the beams are stacks of piezoelec- 
tric drivers. Voltage applied to 
these driver stacks cause them to 
expand or contract, depending 
upon the voltage polarity. This 
strain is transmitted by the rigid 


beam assembly to the shutter plate. 
Strain induced in the glass causes 
temporary double refraction which 
will change the state of polariza- 
tion of a light beam passing 
through the shutter plate.

Standardize 


Military Supply Systems

WASHINGTON — Another step 
toward unification in the field of 
military supply is being put into 
effect. 

After initial transition pains 
while switching from the old sys- 
tem to the_new, the revised pro- 
gram probably will bring sighs of 
relief from quartermaster person- 
nel and smiles from Defense sup- 
ply officials who envision healthy 
annual savings in the cost. of get- 
ting supplies to users. 


Called MILSTRIP—a name 
coined from the first few letters 
of its mouthful legal title (Mili- 
tary Standard Requisitioning and 
Issue Procedure)—the program is 
the work of a joint task group of 
16 people who spent 116 days and 
about $185,000 to bring order out 
of the system now in use. 

Under the old system, there 
were 16 different types of req- 
uisitions being used to order sup- 
plies—and as many different ways 
of invoicing for the supplies 
drawn. A Quartermaster shipping 
out of a warehouse issuing mate- 
rials under a “singlé manager” had
